REGULAR DEMOCRATS IGNORE NE- 
BRASKAN’S VISIT TO BALTIMORE. 


Politicians and Officcholders Avoid the 
|‘ Silwer Leader, Who Addresses Large 
Audience—Makes Free Silver, Anti- 
‘Trast Speech—Declares Republican 
Party Befriends Combi He 
Sees Danger of Militarism and 

Seores”War Tax Meastre. 


Baltimore, Md., Jan. 20.—[Special.]—When 
William Jennings Bryan stepped on the 
stage of Music Hall tonight he faced as big 


visit to Baltimore during the campaign of 
1896. The greeting he received was enthu- 
silastic, but not a single politician or office- 
holder of the regular Democratic organiza- 
tion took any part in the demonstration. 
Not one of the new Democratic State offi- 
cials, nor the Mayor of Baltimore, nor any 
of the Democratic city leaders was there. 
All turned the cold shoulder to the free silver 
leader. 

Bryan was escorted from Washington and 
entertained at dinner by the Maryland Dem- 
ocratic association, composed of free silver- 
ites, not one of whom has any connection 
with ¢he regular party organization. As he 
was passing through the union station from 
the train to the carriage Murray Vandiver, 
chairman of the Democratic State commit- 
tee and*the newly elected State Treasurer, 
was on his way through the station to take 
a train for Havre de Grace, his home, but 
he took no part in gréeting his party’s can- 
didate for the nomination for President. 

. ‘Bryan's speech was free silver, anti-trust, 


anti-imperialistic. 

| Speech of Bryan. 

Mr. Bryan said in part: 

aa When the Spanish war broke out we had 
to have more taxes, and the Republican 
party looked around for any old thing to put 
a stamp on, and you run across the stamp 
taxes all the time. Every time I send a 
telegram I have to pay the regular rate and 
‘in addition thereto one cent is added for the 
beneficial assimilation of the Filipino. 
' “ Why is it that the mam who sends the 
telegram has to pay the tax? Because the 
telegraph company says so. And why was 
the law so made that the telegraph company 
could shift the burden on to the man who 
sends the telegram? Because the telegraph 
companies have more influence with the Re- 
publican party than all the poor Republicans 
wiho use the wires. 


Favors Income Tax. 

** My friendg, you heard men denounce our 
income tax of 1896. I want to say it is 
stronger today than it was then. And if 
those who have been shirking their taxes 
think they have settled this question for- 
ever I want to tell them that the income tax 
will be in the next campaign, and it will be 
in the campaign until the constitution of the 
United States is so amended as to specifi- 
cally authorize an income tax, so that 
neither one Judge nor nine Judges can build 
a bulwark arvund the fortunes of the great 
and throw the burdens of government op 
the poor.”’ 

Mr. Bryan discussed the currency question 
and then: took up: the trusts, of which he 
talked at great length, insisting that the 
Republican party had no intention what- 
ever of interfering with such corporations 
under any circumstances. From the trusts 
he passed to a discussion of the standing | 
army, and declared the presence of 100,000 
soldiers in this country and the Philippines 
was but a step toward militarism.

Michigan Governor Announces He Will 
Run as Independent if Republicans 
Nominate the Detroit Man. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 20,—[Special.]—The 
prediction made by politicians that Governor 
Pingree would be a candidate for Governor 
of Michigan again, but not on the Repub- 
lican ticket, appears to be coming true. Gov- 
ernor Pingree has been closely watching the 
course of political events in Michigan and 
has kept silent up to today, when he flung 
a challenge down to his party by stating that 
if D. M. Ferry of Detroit is nominated for 
Governor he would run for Governor on an 
independent ticket. 

Governor Pingree says: 

“I am not trying to dictate to the Repub- 
lican party whom it shall nominate for Gov- 
ernor, but I wish to say if it cannot find 
anybody more acceptable than Dexter M. 
Ferry I shall. be a candidate myself on an 
independent ticket, and I shall campaign 
this State as I never campaigned it before. 
I'll go from the Keweenaw Peninsula to the 
Indiana line and tell the people of Michigan 
what I think of it in language that will not 
be misunderstood. 

_ “If Senator McMillan and Mr. Ferry are 
so interested in equal taxation as they pre- 
tend, let them give us some assurances. I 
will call a special session of the Legislature 
at once, and we can pass an equal tax meas- 
ure within two days andadjourn. Twodays, 
mind you. A word from those two men will 
do it, and everything that the people of 
Michigan have been fighting for will have 
been accomplished. There will not be a 
Republican vote against the bill if Senator 
McMillan gives the word. 

“I’m not particularly infatuated with the 
office of Governor, but I’m willing to make 
another campaign rather than see the State 
| government pass into the hands of corpora- 
tion reactionists.” 


MAKES PLAGUE CAREFUL STUDY 


Surgeon General Wyman Recognizes Its 
Spread, but Insists It Can Be 
Controlled in America. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 20.,—An interesting 
and valuable brochure giving a complete his- 
tory of the bubonic plague, together with 
means which have been adopted for its pre- 
vention, has been prepared and made public 
by Surgeon General Wyman of the Marine 
Hospital service. 

The opinion is expressed that in the light 
of experience in other parts of the world it 
seems reasonable to believe that even were 
the disease introduced here its spread would 
be limited in cities where the sanitary con- 
ditions are good and where precautions as 
to the isolation of patients and the segre- 
gation of those exposed to infection should 
and would be practiced. ' 

Dr. Wyman says In submitting the matter 
to the Secretary of the Treasury: _ 

‘From the facts set forth in the article it 
is obvious that the greatest care must be 
exercised in the Inspection at quarantine of 
vessels, even though they hafl from non- 
infected ports, for they may carry passen- 
gers, crew, stowaways, or merchandise from 
plague infected districts. Should the plague 
enter the United States the observations de- 
tailed in the article show that energetic san- 
itary measures may be made to avail, while 
we have in the curative serum and the Haff- 
kine prophylactic additional and effective 
weapons in preventing the spread of the dis- 


ease. 

“While these facts are encouraging in 
character, it should not be forgotten that 
the epidemic is surely, though slowly, ex- 
tending, and that for the first time in history 
it has invaded the western hemisphere. 

The necessity, therefore, of especiaf vigi- 
lance has been, and is still being, impressed 
upon quarantine officers by the bureau, and 
of equal importance is the provision which 
should be made by municipalities, especially 

‘those on the seaboard, to correct imme- 
diately unsanitary conditions which are now 
so well known to favor the propagation of 
infectious disease.” | 

City of Mexico, Jan. 20.—The government 
is taking strict means to prevent the intro- 
duction of the bubonic plague, either on the 
west coast or gulf ports, and has forbidden 
that vessels from Brazil shall enter any 
Mexican port, and a strict watch will be kept 
over vessels arriving from the Orient or 
Hawali at Pacific coast ports. Large impor- 
tations of Chinamen into the State of Chi- 
apas, to work on plantations owned by 
Americans, are about to be made. Under 
Mexico’s new treaty with China the rights 
of Chinamen here are carefully guarded. 
The government regards with favor the in- 
troduction of Chinese laborers into the hot 


country.

MANILA, Jan. 21, 10 4. m.—On Thursday 
a pack train, escorted by fifty men of Com- 
pany C, Thirtieth Infantry, Lieutenant Rals- 
ston commanding, was ambushed py insur- 
gents near Lipa, Province of Laguna, and 
two Americans were killed, four were 
wounded, and nine are missing.

Upon the merits of this demurrer I have 
examined most of the cases heretofore ad- 
judicated by the Supreme Court without 
finding one in which .the right of a State to 
maintain an action of this character has 
been sustained. It is therefore my opinion 
that this case will go off on demurrer and 
the bill will be dismissed. Should I be mis- 
taken in this view I am confident, on the 
merits cf the controversy, the plaintiff must 
fail. The .people of Chicago need have no 
apprehension on this subject.”

Canal Water Passes Henry, but Has Lit- 
tle Effect—People Fear Re- 
moval of Dams. 


Henry, Ill., Jan. 20.—[{Special.]—River men 
think the canal waters passed through here 
last night. If so, they have little effect on 
the river. From 5 o’clock last night to 1 
o’clock this afternoon the rise was three 
inches, but this has occurred every day for 
ten days, owing to continuous and general 
rains. The water is muddy, but mot more 
so than for the last week.

in the Illinois River is a disappointment to 
the people of Hennepin and other points, and 
to steamboat men generally. The water has 
risen twehty-two inches -in the last forty- 
eight hours, and most of this increase is at- 
tributed to the heavy rains. The valley 
people now feel satisfied that if the plans 
to remove the dams from Henry and Cop- 
peras Creek are carried out, navigation on 
the upper Illinois will be a thing of the past. 
Examinations of the water today show it to 
be darker and muddier than a few days 
ago, but some of this change is attributed to 
the rains. The odor that has been noticed 
at some points is not apparent at Hennepin. 

Ottawa, Ill., Jan. 20.—[Special.}—The Ili- 
nois River at this point has not risen dur- 
ing the l&st twenty-four hours, but the cur- 
rent appears to be stronger. A portion of 
the south pier of the bridge here was washéd 
out last'night. The water is as pure as ever 
at this time of the year.

I do not think the citizens half appreciate this 
great addition to Chicago, not only as a4 sanitary 
measure, but for other reasons, such as living 
along this Waterway and going to and from the 
city on steamers, etc. I was present at the open- 
ing event at Lockport last Wednesday. I was 
the only one on the train that left the city at 
2 o’clock In the morning for Lockport, other than’ 
the drainage officials and newspaper representa- 
tives. The long, anxious faces of the trustees, 
waiting at the hotel in Joliet word from Governor 
Tanner, was amusing, especially at the time a 
pretended court officer served a writ of injunction 
on President Boldenwick, who thought it was the 
real thing and was glad to set them up for the 
crowd when he discovered it was a joke. Colonel 
Lambert did nobly in working the telephone and 
telegraph wires between Joliet and Springfield, 
and was as anxious as any one, and when the 
anxiously awaited word did arrive from the 
Governor to ‘let her go;”" there was no time 
wasted in boarding the train which stood waiting 
on the track.

Mrs. Cassell struggied 
and was struck in the face by one o¢ her as- 
sailants, the bidéw knocking her to the 
ground, JShe fainted, and in the excitement 


and escaped, afthough a dozen persons at- 
tempted to stop them. The robbery netted 
the footpads $4.85. 


_They Find a Second Victim. 


A few minutes later ee other women 
were approached, but, Stated, eluded the 
thugs. They, however, were not long in find. 
ing another victim. Mrs. J. R: Verhoeff, 
3151 West Adams street, encountered them 
in Jackson boulevard, near Washtenaw ave- 
nue. Mrs. Verhoeff was walking in the 
boulevard fifty feet behind two other women 
when she was attacked. The robbers reached 
Jackson boulevard as she reached Wash- 
ternaw avenue.

In another moment 
she had been robbed of her purse, which 
contained less than $5.

TALK POLITICS IN A CHURCH. 

Aléermat Mavor’s Candidacy Disdussed 

at a Meeting in All Souls’ — 
Last Night. 


The Republican mass-meeting of the 
Thirty-second Ward, held last night in All 
Souls’ Independent Church, found some diffi- 
culty in determining exactly whether it was 
partisan or independent. Its purpose was to 
place Alderman Mavor before the people for 
nomination at the coming Aldermanic pri- 
maries.

He thought no man could 
serve his party well and at the same time 
the interests of the people while in the City 
Council. 

Alderman Mavor replied that he could not 
agree with that opinion. He said he believed 
in his party as he did in his Presbyterianism, 
his race, and his country. 

L. D. Condee replied directly to Dr, Jones by 
saying he had come there to attend a Repub- 
lican meeting. ‘‘I believe a man can serve 
the people better when he has béhind him not 
only his individual strength and conscience 
but that of his party, if it is the Republican 
party, whose principles are honesty in all 
elections and politics,’’ he said.

| AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


Novel on the Race Problem. 
Stephen the Black.” A novel. By Car- 
oline H. Pemberton. George W. Jacobs 
Since “A Fool’s Errand” was written by 
“One of the Fools’’ many phases of the 


_| racial problems which are the Nemesis of 


slavery in the Southern States have been 
material for those writers of fiction ‘who be- 
lieve in ‘** the novel with a purpose.’’ The 
author of ‘‘ Stephen the Black’’ is one of . 
these, as she has already proclaimed in 
“Your Little Brother James.’’ This latest 
work from her pen, if we take seriously the 
plot of the colored heroine torn between her 
husband-victim and the white lover, is in- 
tended not only to emphasize the political 
and economic disadvantages under which 
the colored race suffers, but to demand a 


degree of social recognition which few, of 


either race, have yet contemplated. 
The quite impossible situation which the 
plot develops is, however, the weakest part 


growing, and of the difficulties which lie 
in the way of the education of his children, 
The finest character is the old negro. Wes- 
ley Anderson, and the whole book might have 
been profitably condensed into its opening 
chapters, where Anderson sits before his 
cabin door on a Sunday morning. thirty- 
three years after the day of his emancipa-— 
tion, and recalls, one after another, the 
events of the years which promised so much 
and brought so little. 

First of all, freedom itself did not come, as 
he had anticipated. ‘‘ Wesley had often pic- 
tured Lincoln, with arms raised to heaven, 
pronouncing the wonderful words: By the 
grace of God these bonds are now broken; 
you are now free.’ What really happened 
was that a scouting party of Yankees came 
along and swept him and his master’s mules 
into their camp, and the obscure, unknown 
officer of the commanding party said, as a 
mere incident of the raid: ** You are free.” 
Full consciousness of that freedom came 
when Wesley found himself “ standing in a 
soldier’s uniform.” This was in thelast year 
of the war, and its memories culminate “ in 
that glorious panorama '’ which reproduced 
the march of the black troops into Rich- 
mond—an hour when many a black man 
besides Wesley thought he saw “* his whole 
race freed, uplifted, glorified." From that 
climax the old man’s memory goes through 
weary years of failure; of grinding, unre- 
munerative toil; ef ignorance undispelled; of 
cruel loss of hard-saved earnings ina 


which included the going of a daughter to be 
a white man’s housekeeper and the mother 
of his unrecognized children. 

It is an epitome of the trage@y of the race 
in these years during which they have be- 
gun to learn—what no race as a whole can 
be said to have fully learned—that by no 
mitacle can any people be “ freed, uplifted, 
glorified,” save by the slow and seemingly 
wasteful processes of evolution. 


A Strong Naval Romance. 

“For the Freedom of the Sea.” A Ro- 
mance of the War. of 1812, By Cyrus 
Townsend Brady. Charles Scribner's 

Sons. 

Mr. Brady’s romance is a worthy contri- 
bution to the kind of patriotic fiction now 
highly in favor among American novel read- 
ers. It has elements of strength that make 
it deserving of a longer life 


tention as a serial, and it mpare favor- 
ably with the best of the colonial romafices 
of the hour. 

The scene opens on the Virginia shore of 
the Chesapeake Bay just before the deciara- 


_ginia widow,who had deserted him fn his early

* The introductory chapters on the earlier 
days of the Transvaal are perhaps the most 
illuminating and valuable to the student of 
today in appreciating the character and 
struggles of the Boers.

In the 
opening pages of his history Mr. Fitzpatrick 
pays this tribute to Kruger: 

T/ Etat c’est moi is almost as true of the old 
Dopper President as it was of its orginator; 
for in matters of external poli¢y and in matters 
which concern the Boer as a party, the President 
has his way as surely and as completely as any 
anointed autocrat. To any one who has studied 
the Boers and their ways and policy—who has 
given more than a passing consideration to the 
incidents and negotiations of the present year— 
it must be clear that President Kruger does some- 
thing more than represent the opinion of the peo- 
ple and execute their policy; he molds them in 
the form he wills. By the force of his own strong 
convictions and prejudices and of his indomita- 
ble will he has made the Boers a people whom he 
regards as the germ of the Africander nation; a 
people chastened, selected, welded, and 
enough to attract and assimilate all their kindred 
in south Africa, and then to realize the dream of 
a Dutch republic from the Zambesi to Cape Town. 
In the history of south Africa the figure of the 
grim old President will loom large and striking— 
picturesque as the figure of one who by his char- 
acter and will made and held his people; mag- 
nificent, as'one who in the face of the biackest 
fortune never wavered from his air. or faltered in 
his effort: who, with a courage that seemed, and 
still stems, fatuous, but which may be called 
heroic, stood up against the might of the greatest 
empire of the world.

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Notable Career of the British Writer 
Ends at His Home at Brantwood— 
Feeble for Many Months, but His 

\ Mind Clear to tha Last—In Practical 

Retirement in Recent Years, Al- 
though His Interest in Art Did Not 
-Wane—Sketch of His Life. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Jan. 20.—The death of John 
‘Ruskin at Brantwood of influenza and old 
age wads announced in London late in the 
afternoon. He was 81 years old. He had 
been extremely feeble for many months, and 
was unable to bear the strain of continued 
conversation,.although his mind was clear. 

Ruskin had set his heart unon coming to 
T.ondon last spring to see the Turner show 

‘$n Guildhall, but his friends considered 
tim unequal to the effort. There had! been 
only a shadow of the great Ruskin for a 
@ecadie in the lake country .but the 
stance of his work remained. 


Turner and pre-Raphaelite schools were | 


eppraised at his valuation and English art 
has been profoundly affected by his 


trenchant and luminous criticism. 


John Ruskin, artist, art critic, poet, 
ter of English style and rhetoric, social and 
‘political philosopher,...thumderer against 
‘shams of every kind, was borin London in 
i\February, 1819. ~His father was a wine 
‘merchant, immensely wealthy, and the boy 
enjoyed every advantage and luxury that 
money céuld give him. He was a taciturn 
and thoughtful child and his early years 

“were spent chiefly in the library in his fa- 
ther’s house. He was not sent to a public 
school, but had tutors at home and asso- 
ciated little with boys of his own age. In, 
this way was laid the foundation for the 
strange, solitary character which he devel- 
oO in later years. 

he seemed to have imbibed that 
hatred of all unrighteousness which is dis- 
played with so much vehemence in his writ- 
ings. Winning a prize for poetry at Oxford, 
he drifted off then into the study of painting, 
leaving that for the more congenial field 
of art criticism, where his thorough knowl- 
edge of art and his thorough mastery of 
English could be displayed to better ad- 
vantage. 

Allied to Carlyle in the sturdy trials of his 
character, he said that which he thought 
and ‘said it so forcibly that at once a storm 
of fierce invective and denunciation broke 
about his ears. But criticism was as nothing 
to Ruskin, who" hammered away until the 
art canons of England broke beneath his 
biows and he became, if not the founder, at 
least the discovefer, of a new school of 
painting. Honored py his university with an 
appointment to the chair of fine arts, he at 
the same time delivered free lectures before 
clubs of workingmen and wrote so volumin- 
ously on his favorite topic that his works 
cover almost the entire range of literature 
and art, ancient and modern. His fugitive 
letters to the London Times excited wide in- 
terest and always were recognizable by their 
style, although perhaps | 

. His Striking Persanality. 
- ‘His personal appearance was most strik- 
ing. One who saw him in 1889 thus de- 
scribes him: 

“When I saw Ruskin he was walking 
down one of the narrow streets of old Lon- 
don. His short figure was yet comparatively 
unbent. His face was covered with beard, 
and his hair, brushed carelessly back, was 
as shaggy as that of a lion. His clothes 
‘were unkempt and carelessly put on, and his 
whole demeanor conveyed an impression of 
great reserve strength and indomitable will. 
His eyes were keen and deeply set, and his 
nose rather thick and heavy than otherwise. 
He looked to me like a lonely, thoughtful, 
self-reliant man.”’ | 

Art in the mind of Ruskin seems to have 
been always associated so closely with truth 

in every form that a flerce hatred of that 
which was false became the cardinal point 
of his character. Traveling in the art cap- 
itals of Europe, standing before the greatest 
works of old masters, everywhere he looked 
out on the world with: the eyes of John 
Ruskin, and beneath his sledge-hammer 
blows many an olden sham went down into 
oblivion. 

That Ruskin profited financially by his 
good judgment in art matters may be illus- 
trated by a single example. In 1868 he pur- 
chased the portrait of Napoleon I. by Meis- 
sonier, paying for it the then enormous sum 
of $5,000. The painting measures only 12x 
8% inches, and critics and public laughed 
at the deluded man who had thrown his 
money away. A few years later Ruskin 
milowed the little masterpiece to be sold 
under the auctioneer’s hammer. Men came 


from Paris especially to buy it, and with 


them tho art lovers of Great Britain met in 
fierce competition. The picture finally was 
sold for $30,500. 

No figure in contemporary English history 
has stood out with more striking individua!- 
ity than has that of John Ruskin, and the 
@etailed story of his life is the more inter- 
esting as showing how his strange, powerful! 
character was molded. 


Tragedy of His Life. 

*" Dead in the seclusion of his beloved Brant- 
wood, the individual for a moment, may 
dominate his life work in letters and art. 
For a year he hed not read a line of print. 
His hand scarcely could hold a pen. In a 
bath chair, trundled by an attendant, his 
world had been the grounds of Brantwood, 
where he sat waiting for release. Friends 
were with him end near him. His disciples 
‘would come and haunt the roadways, lanes, 
nnd drives, satisfied only to have seen him. 


To these he would extend a passing greeting.

it began when, in a London ballroom, the 
then young Ruskin met a beautiful girl. 
The hostess recognized the mutual attrac- 
tion. *‘ You must marry that woman,” she 
@aid to Ruskin. And Ruskin did so. Long 
afterward his critics said that Ruskin was 
too enamored of the beautiful in art to have 
joved even a beautiful woman, but he gave 
her a beautiful home. Oneday Millais came 
to this home to paint the portrait of the au- 
thor. Millais and Mrs. Ruskin became en- 
emored of eachother. Ruskin saw it, talked 
with them of the matter, and agreed to 
relinguish his wife to his artist friend. 
Divorce was granted, and at the altar Rus- 
kin gave the wife over to the man whom he 
had known and loved. 

This was the man in his unselfishness. He 
had grown into it out of the luxury and ease 
of his birthright. ec 

From Student to Critic. 


His education began in his father’s house 
in London, and afterwards at Denmark Hill. 
‘Then he went as a gentieman commoner of 
Christ Chureh to Oxford, where. he gained 
the Newdigate prize for English poetry in 
1839. He took his degree in 1842, afterward 

‘studying painting under Copley, Fielding, 
and Harding. But his masters in the art, he 
gaid, were Rubens and Rembrandt. 

From 1869 to 1879 Ruskin was Sladé pro- 
fessor of art at Oxford. In 1871 he gave 
£5,000 for the endowment of a masters’ chair 
of drawing there. 1888 he was reélected 

fessor, but resigned in the following year. 

e was‘a D. C. L. of Oxford and an honorary 
student of Christ Church. In 1871 the de- 
gree of LL. D. was bestowed on him by the 
University of Cambridge Subsequently he 
founded a museum at Wakeley, near She‘f- 
field, where he bestowed part of his own 
priceless library and art treasures. This 
museum afterward was transferred to Shef- 
field. In his later years Ruskin established 
himself at Brantwood, on Coniston Lake, in 
the lake country. 

Ruskin primarily was a critic of art, but 
his teachings extened over a wide field. Art 
for him was bound up with truth, with 
morals, and with religion, and in most de- 
partments of political philosophy, tn social 
and. political economy Ruskin was constant, 
in season, and out of season, in lifting up 
his testimony against low views, perverted 
ideals, and coarse and vulgar complacen- 
cles. Iike Carlyle, whose pupil he pro- 
feased to be, he held*that the world had 
gone on a wrong tack. In his views of 
pature and life he was, he said, “ alone in 

- the midst of a modern crowd, which rejects 
them all,” and had “to maintain himseir 
against the contradiction of every one of 
his best .friends.”’ 


Within the sphere of art criticism he de- 
Clared that an important part of his life 
work had beer to teach “ the supremacy of 
five great painters, denpised till he spoke of 
them--Turner, Tintoret, Luini, Botticelli, 

Carpaccio.” 
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The great art authority, essayist, and poet passed away in 
London, aged 81.

The wealth of which Ruskin took cogni- 
zance was. not mere exchangeable value 
but intrinsic and effectual wealth. He was 
as confident as the most revolutionary re- 
former that the conditions of modern so- 
ciety must be completely changed and re- 
constructed. Only recently has it been ad- 
mitted that he pointed out some real ‘weak- 
nesses of the old abstract political economy 
as a scientific theory. 

Ruskin devoted a. great part of his origi- 
nally large fortune to founding the St. 
George’s Guild, which was intended to be 
a kind of primitive agricultural community, . 
where the old world virtues should be stren- 
uously impressed on young and old, and 
where ancient and homely methods might 
be cherished in defiance of all’ modern me- 
chanical an@ manufacturing processes. He 
had striven to promote home industries in 
various places. 

Not more remarkable than the eloquence, 
power, and richness of his style are the 
confidence and dogmatism of his assertions, 
the audacity of his paradoxes, the fearless- 
gess of his denunciations, while his earnest- 
ness, coriviction, and self-denying honesty 
of purpose are undisputed. His influence in 
creating a new interest in the beauty of 
nature and of art was profound, and al- 
though: the world rejects his theories of 
social economy as perverse and impracti- 
cable, he has done much to vivify ideals 
of life and ennoble standards of conduct. 


Works of Ruskin. f 


Of hig works much might be written. In 
1843 appeared the first volume of his “‘ Mod- 
ern Painters,’’ the primary design of which 
was to prove the superiority of modern land- 
scape painters, and more especially of Tur- 
ner, to the old masters. In ‘later 
volumes, however, the work expanded 
into a vast discursive treatise on 
the principles of art, interspersed with ar- 
tistic and symbolical descriptions of nature, 
more elaborate and imaginative than any 
writer, prose or poetic, had ever before at- 


tempted. 

* Modern Painters’’ was revolutionary in 
its spirit and aim, many of the most dis- 
tinguished landscape painters, of old and 
new schools, being summarily dealt with and 
.condemned. The work naturally excited the 
hostility of the conservatives in art, but the 
unequaled splendor of its style gave it a 
place in literature. The originality of its 
views, the lofty conception of the paimter’s 

, the evident justness of much of the 
criticism secured recognition. Disciples soon 
appeared, and the views of art enunciated by 

uskin gradually made way and largely 
have determined the course and character of 
jater English art. 

In 1849 “‘ The Seven Lamps of Architect- 
ure”’ appeared and in 1851-'53 “‘ The Stones 
of Venice,” both being efforts to introduce 
a new and loftier conception of the fi- - 
cance of domestic architecture. They, were 
exquisitely Ulustrated by the author. — > 

About this time pre-Raphaelitism began to 
develop aS a distinctive phase of modern 
art, and Ruskin warmly espoused its cause 
in ‘letters and pamphiets on the Academy 
exhibition (1855-'60). He was the earliest 
literary advocate of this school whose lead- 
-ing principle he defined as the resolve “ to 
paint as they probably did look and happen, 
not as, by rules of art deyeloped under 
Raphael, they might be supposed gracefully, 
deliciously, or sublimely to have happened.”’ 
In 1854 he published four admirable and 
suggestive ‘‘ Lectures on Architecture and 
Painting,” and in 1858 two “ Lectures on the 
Political nomy of Art.” The “ Notes on 
the Construction of Sheepfolds,’’. dealing 
with a discipline of the church, illustrate 
his ingenuity in devising picturesque titles 
that suggest no idea of the subject treated. 
“The King of the Golden River,’ a fairy 
story, was published in 1851, and in 1854 
“The Two Paths,’ a series of lectures on 
art and its application to decoration and 
manufacture. The “‘ Elements of Drawing ”’ 
and “The Elements of Perspective” ap- 
peared in 1 7-"59. 

“ Crown of Wild Olive.” 

The “ Crown of Wild Olive ” is a series of 
four essays on work, traffic, war, and the 
future of England. “ Sesame and Lilies,’’ 
lectures on good literature. ‘“ The Queen 
of the Air” is a study of the Greek myths 
of cloud and storm; ** Ethics of the Dust,” 
lectures on crystallization; “ Ariadne Flor- 
entina,”’ on wood and metal engraving; 
‘“ Aratra Pentelici,”’ on the principles of 
sculpture. The “ Laws of Fesolé’’ are the 
elements of painting and drawing; “ Fron- 
des Agrestes*’ are readings from “ Modern 
Painters."" ‘*Giotto and His Works,”’ 
“ Loves Meine,” and “ Deucalion "’ are oth- 
ers of his books. 

“ Muncra Pulveris "’ contains the elements 
of political economy according to Ruskin, 
while “ Unto This Last ’—in Ruskin's opin- 
ion the least of his works—attacks the cur- 
rent doctrines of the “dismal science.” 
“Val d' Arno " contains lectures on the art in 
the thirteenth century in Pisa and Florence;

studies of Christian art for English travel-

CHICAGO TRIBUTES TO RUSKIN. 


Expressions of Sorrow at His Death and 
Esteem for His Achievements 
Are Many. 


om ---- -- 


Regret and sorrow for the death of John 


‘Ruskin were freely expressed yesterday by 


Chicago stedents and artists. Some of the 
tributes voiced to his character and achieve- 
ments are given herewith. 

C. L. Hurcuinson, President Art Insti- 
tute—No man in England has made a great- 
er impress on art. He was the inspiration 
of William Morris,-and his “Stones of 
Venice’’ to a great extent was Morris’ 
Bible. He was a great, many-sided man, 
and the apostle of art for his time. ._He has 
to his work for several years, but 
his physical death nevertheless is.a shock 
to the world. 

Dr. HENRY Wapp Rocers, President 
Northwestern University—John Ruskin cer- 
tainly was one of the most remarkable men 
of the nineteenth century. He was a great 
man who, touching many subjects, taught 
men to think. He was a master of English, 
of purity of style and beauty of illustration. 
He did much for art. In his writings he not 
only brought his subjects before the people, 
but he awakened widespread interest in 
them. This is a great thing to be said of any 
man. Hé had the widest sympathies, loved 
his fellow-men, and sought to better their 
conditions. He lived the things that he be- 
lieved. He had great wealth by inheritance, 
and gave it away to promote the public good. 
On one occasion he had the streets of Lon- 
don swept clean, paying for the work out of 
his own pocket, in order to demonstrate that 


‘passed away. 

THE Rev. JENKIN Jongrs—Ruskin 
was the apostle of beauty and of truth. He 
showed to tens of thousands of lives that 
beauty was ethical; that there was a moral- 
ity in harmony; that it was a sin to be ugly. 
He was a living proof of the theory that if a 
man follow the beautiful it will*lead him 
into the great democracy of man. Born an 
aristocrat, he followed the line of the beau- 
tiful until he found himself the friend of the 
workingman. He was the natural forerun- 
ner of William Morris, who, starting as a 
devotee of art, found himself at last a cham- 
pion of labor. As Ruskin and Morris were 
related, so was Ruskin akin to Tolstoi as an 
interpreter of life, and the striking thing 
about all three is that they came from the 
same wooden-headed aristocracy of wealth 
down to the broad plane of humanity. 
Ruskin was the revealer of the Italian 
renaissance in architecture, and no man 
after Emerson has done so much to soften 
the hard lines of the old religion. He has 
ane awaiting his release. Peace to his 
ashes. 

GENERAL A. C.. McCLturc—The statement 
that John Ruskin is dead certainly will 
create a profound sensation throughout both 
the artistic and the literary world, although 
it has been well understood that the critic 
and writer, John Ruskin, has been intellect- 
ually dead for some years past. Probably 
few writers of the century just closing have 
made more profound impression on 
thoughts and ‘beliefs of men than John Rus- 
kin, for his writings, even when ostensibly 
on the subject of art, always have discussed 
elementary principles and touched the most 
profound depths of ethics. He was a violent 
fault-finder, like most reformers, but his 
fault-finding was always well worth the at- 
tention of thoughtful and conscientious men. 
There may be some consolation drawn.from 
his death if this death shall serve to-direct 
more universal attention to his many noble 
works which “ make for righteousness.” _ 

TEE Rev. Dr. P. 8. Henson—Ruskin’s 
death is a world calamity. More than any 
man of recent times he brought influences to 
bear uniting nature and art. His masterful 
literary style was an inspiration; his figure 
so colossal that it cannot be outlined in a 
few words. He was akin to Carlyle in his 
hatred of shams, but this hatred made him 
an architect rather than an iconoclast; he 
was a builder, not a destroyer. His, indeed 


| is one of the few names not born to die. 


D. H. Brrwnam—Few men prominent in 
architecture have not felt the influence of 
Ruskin. He was an awakener of love for the 
beautiful and the true in allart. It was he 
who clothed the thought that architecture 
outside should indicate the uses to which in- 
teriors are designed. He was a great framer 
of aphorisms, and in this way reached many 
who became followers. He was a great 
generalizer in art, and as such his mark is on 
the world. ‘

That those connected 
with him did their utmost to stop me from 
refereeing the Erne-O’ Brien fight; that they

This ends my controversy with O'Rourke, 
Sullivan, et al. 


The next important heavyweight fight will 
be that between Jeffries and Corbett, which 
is slated for March 15 next: I am forced to 
admit that the sporting public look at that 
fight with a suspicious eye, irrespective of 
the fact that everything pertaining to it 
looks open and above board. Followers of 
Pugilism have not forgotten the Sharkey- 
Corbett fiasco, and figure that Corbett of to- 
day is not the Corbett of four or five years 
ago, and’naturally cannot figure how he can 
stand before a big, strong man like Jeffries. 

Corbett is a scientific boxer and presuma- 
bly argues that he can keep away from Jef- 
fries and gain’ the decision on points.

‘AUGUST BELMONT’S NEW YACHT. 


Something About the Seventy-Foot 
Racer Mineola, Launched Tuesday, 
August Belmont’s seventy-foot racer and cruiser 

Mineola was launched at high tide on Tuesday 

morning from the Herreshoff shop at Bristol, R. 

I. Mineola is the first of five seventy-footers 

modeled much after the cup champién Columbia 

which the Herreshoffs have contracted to build 
for Newport yachtsmen this spring and furnish 
ready for racing and cruising by early summer. 

Its underwater body is just like Columbia's, ex- 

cept for the greater length of its keel on its rock- 

end base. 

The official dimensions of the latest Herreshoff 

creation are: One hundred and five feet from 

stem to stern, 70 feet on the water line, 20 feet 
beam, and 15 feet draft. 

Its frames are steel like Columbia's, and plank- 
ing of yellow pine one and one-fourth inches thick. 
Deck beams are of steel angles, bulbed and sup- 
ported by straps and sheets. as in the ninety-foot- 
ers. The lead keel, which contains forty-five tons 
of molten metal, formes a part of the underwater 
body. Mineola is fitted up comfortably for cruis- 
ing. with main cabin, ladies’ cabin, galley, and 
quarters for crew. Its.sail area will be as large 
in proportion as Columbia's.

GREAT RACE 


at Tanforan Park in the 
Fast Time of 1:39. 


GEYSER IN SECOND PLACE 


Most Remarkable Mile Contest 
Ever Witnessed on a Cali- 
fornia Track. 


VICTORY AGAIN FOR ANDES. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 20.—[Special.]}— 
Stout-hearted Bannockburn shouldered 124 
pounds, and, running true as steel, cap- 
tured the Turf Congress Stake in brilliant 
style this afternoon at Tanforan Park over 
the greatest fleld that ever sported colors on 
a California racetrack. 

The race was desperately contested, and 
will long be remembered as one of the 
greatest mile races ever seen in this or any 
country. Bannockburn covered the distance 
in 1:39 flat, with his entitled weight, which 
stamps him as one of the greatest race- 
horses of the Americanturf. Bullman rode 
the winner in masterful style. Both jockey 
and horse were given a great demonstration 
by the assembled thousands at the conclu-« 
sion of the race. 

Geyser was beaten, but not disgraced. He 
ran in his usually game way, and was stub- 
bornly contesting every foot of ground at 
the finish. Bannockburn won by the best 
part of a length in a drive, while lese than 
two lengths separated the fotr first horses, 
Zoroaster and Advance Guard made a mage 
nificent bid for victory. In fact, the latter 
colt ran a phenomenal race, and if he coula 
have gotten through a little bit sooner would 
have been on top of Bannockburn at the 
finish. 

Tanforan Park presented a gala appear- 
ance, and the grand stand and betting ring 
were crowded with admirers of the turf. 
There was quite a representation of the fair 
sex, whose gay gowns added to the pic- 
turesqueness of the occasion. A more ideal 
day for the “sport of kings” could not 
have been made to order. 


Wait for the Big Event. 
The track was lightning fast, which was 


a half in 2:32%, the first mile being nego- 
tiated in 1:40 flat. 

The spectators appeared to be glad when 
the first three races were over, as the inter- 
est displayed in the Turf Congress Stake 
was almost unprecedented and every one 
was anxious to find out which was the best 
horse racing in California this season. 

The betting ring was soon thronged with 
speculators. The magic word Geyser’ 
could be heard on all sides. There was @ 
great rush to get aboard the son of Ben All, 
as nine out of every ten,seemed to regard 
his chances as much the best. The betting 
fluctuated little. The Corrigan stable was 
never better than 6to5.. Bannockburn was 
second choice. He opened up at $ to 1, but 
4 to 1 was obtainable at post time. The 
stable, Consisting of Zotoaster and 
Advance Guard, had a solid following at 
6 and 7to1. Bandoran and Flower of Gold, 
in the Jennings stable, were quoted at 7 to 
1. The fast but uncertain Yellow Tail was 
10 to 1, while Olinthus went begging at 80 
to 1. 

All was bustle and excitement in the sad- 
dling paddock, where the kings and queens 
of the California turf about to battle for su- 
premacy held levee. Geyser and Bannock- 
burn were the cynosure of alleyes. Trainets 
were busy saddling up and giving the last 
word of instruction to the jockeys. 

‘* Geyser is ready and fit,” caid Corrigan. 
“He is as sound as a new dollar and will 
run a good race.” 

Foster Praises Yellow Tati. 


Fred Foster looked admiringly at Ytllow 
Tail and remarked to Jockey Jones: “ This. 
fellow can run a furlong in :12% and can 
beat 1:40 for a mile. Go ahead and use your 
judgment.”’ 

._ Jenkins had orders to go out with Ben-= 
doran, and Al Shields’ parting instructions 
to little Martin, who rodé Advance Guard, 
were: *‘ Wake him up at thé post and dent 
get left.” 

The nine starters paraded past the grand- 
stand, and every one looked trained tothe 
hour. Olinthus, brother to Diggs, Arbaces, 
and other well-known performers, led om, 
He was followed by the Corrigan duo, Bar 
dine and Geyser. The latter horse came in 
for great admiration from the spectators, 
as he is a big favorite with the local race- 
goers and was backed for thousands of dol- 
lars. The slashing-looking Yellow Tail and 
Bannockburn, the hero of many a hard 
fought contest on the leading tracks of 
America, and who ran second to Imp in the 
Suburban Handicap last year, followed, 
Then came Bendoran and Flower of Gold; 
while the Shields pair, Zoroaster and Ad- 
vance Guard, brought up the rear of the 
processiozst. 

Six thousand eyes watched the horses line 
up to the gate, and before many could pick 
out the horse that carried their money Caild- 
well shot the barrier and the race for the 
Turf Congress Stake was on. An almost 
perfect start had been effected. Jockeys 
made a rush for position to negotiate the 
first turn, with Yellow Tail at the head of 
the division, Olinthus and Geyser second. 
and third. 

Bendoran shot through the bunch like ¢ 
flash and was soon in hot pursuit of Yellow 
Tail, who was cutting out a heart breaking 
pace. Passing the quarter Yellow Tail led 
Bendoran a length, with Flower of Gold 
third. Bullman moved up in fourth posie 
tion with Bannockburn, Geyser, Zoroaster, 
and Olinthus next in order, while Advance 
Guard and Sardine brought up the rear. 
There were several changes as the fleld 
fairly flew along the backstretch. Banntock- 
burn materially improved his position, whileé 
Zoroaster also closed on the leaders. A

Yellow Tail passed the half-mile post, with 
Bendoran at his throat latch, and two 
jiehgths farther back was Bannockburn, 
with Zoroaster and Geyser in close attend- 
ance. 

A mighty roar went up as Geyser began to 
overhaul the leaders on the far turn, as 
Bendoran fell back, hopelessly beaten. 
There was a general closing up at the 
three-quarter of a mile post, and the ex- 
citement had reached a fever heat as the 
horses swung into the stretch fpr the de 
eisive struggle. 

Bannockburn passed Yellow Tall, and as- 
sumed command just before thé straight 
was reached. Zoroaster and Geyser then 
set sail for Bannockburn, and a brilliant race 
ensued. A blanket would have covered the 
three leaders as (hey thundered Gown 
towards the assembled thousands. Geyser 
came up on the rail and Zoroaster on tie 
outside. 

Jeekeys Begin Their Strugesic. 
Bullman could feel the hot breath of both 
horses on his legs as he urged Bannockbura 
to. greater effort. Spencer was using tie 
whip on Geyser, while Piggott was batting 
Zcroaster. Both horses responded with rare 
gameness, but Bannockburn was not to te 
denied, and, amidst the scenes of wild ene 
thusiasm, flashed under the wire a winner by 
a scant three parts of a length from Geyser, 
who beat Zoroaster about the same distance 
for the place. Advance Guard, interfered: 
with through the stretch, came with agreat 
rush at the end, and almost nosed out bi 
stable companion, Zoroaster. 

The time, 1:39, marks a grand performances, 
and is within a quarter of a second of the

He certainly deserves to rank as one of the 
‘twenty best golfers in St. Louis, His chief 
reliance is placed upon a cleek, which cer- 
fainly is a beauty. He drives with it and 
secures wonderful distance, 200 yards being 
@ common enough tee shot with him. The

Those spectators 
whom I have sounded (and not a few have 
Grifted in this direction) declared that if 
ever a man Was squarely and fairly defeated 
in a prize ring that man was “ Kid" McCoy 
However favorably one may be disposed 
towards the avowed winner of the contest 
it is impossible to set aside the opinions of 
such judges as Tom O'Rourke, George Con- 
sidine, John L. Sullivan, Bob Fitzsimmons. 
and others of equal prominence, who have 
each expressed the opinion that the victory 
should have been awarded to Choynski. The 
consensus of public opinion undoubtedly at- 
tributes ulterior motives to those es 
who were instrumental in engineering the 
job through, if job there was. 
Whiie I feel that the management had 
nothing to do with the unfortunate ending of 
the fight, I believe that it should have in- 
vestigated every feature of the deal and the 
character of every participant, direct or in- 
direct, in the ring encounter. 
I observe that Referee John White, who 
has always had a reputation for fair dealing, 
is quoted as saying the confusion and uncer- 
tainty incident to the closing of the fight was 
due wholly to the timekeeper. He declares 
that the timekeeper had no right to call the 
time. That he has fallen into an unfortu- 
nate error, however, is, I believe, the verdict 
of all men who have made a study of the 
rules governing these events. 


What Are Timekepers’ Duties? 


If the business of the timekeeper is not to 
keep and announce the time, what is a 
timer for? In a letter to Tue Trinpunez, 
dated Oct. 22, 1890, I suggested a remedy 
for just such a contingency as arose when 
McCoy and Choynski faced each other in the 
pugilistic arena. That portion.of the letter 
has such a strong bearing on the Choynski- 
McCoy case that I herewith reproduce it: 
‘Apropos of recent discussion of so-called 
Marquis of Queensberry rules, there are 
two questions I would like to propound to 
American club managers. Why do you 
point an official timekeeper? What are h 
duties? It seems to me that as at_present 
constituted the functions of the official 
timekeeper are pure surplusage, yet the re- 
verse lis the case. Of all the officials at the 
ringside the official timekeeper is unques-~ 
tionably the most important. He alone 
should judge the time. As it is, however, 
the referee (who has no watch, but makes 
sweeps with his arm to count the seconds, 
and ninety times out of a hundred goes either 
too slow or too fast) is the sole and absolute 
judge of the time. 

“I know of no code of rules which ac- 
cords with this practice. It certainly is for- 
eign to all ideas of good judgment. For in- 
stance, a fallen pugilist lies in the ring, sent 
down by a blow from his antagonist's fist, 
the referee bends over him and begins to 
count, =n deliberate motione with his 
arms, When he has counted ten hedeclares 
the prostrate man out, but should he, count- 


eight in his deliberate count, and the official 
timekeeper, who has his open chronometer, 
declares the ten seconds elapsed, what an 
embarrassing state of affairs would be 


brought about. Such a contingency 


count, but to lsten‘to the official timekeep- 
A plain interpretation of the fules leads to 
the conclusion I have reached.” 


Mistake Likely to Happen. 

What happened when McCoy faced 
Choynski is likely to happen again. There 
is no reason to believe that such a contin- 
gency wil] not again rise to confound and em- 
barrass the friends of pugilism. Would it not 
be a wise expedient to prevent such a recur- 
rence by throwing avery safeguard around, 
the sport? Under existing conditions the 
power of the referee is absolute. There is 
no appeal from his decision. It does not 
seem to accord with the considerations of 
justice and right that the final power in af- 
fairs of this character should be vested in 
one man. Some steps should be taken to 
keep within reasonable limits the authority 
conferred on referees in pugilistic contests, 

I have observed in some newspaper or 
other the suggestion that a watch he 
strapped to the referee’s palm, and that he 
keep his eye on it while counting the sec- 
onds. This would increase, not curtail, his 
power, It would extend the opportunities 
for crooked work, and that is efactly what 
the patrons of pugilism are at most pains 
to avoid, Some plan should be adopted and 
put into execution to limit the possibility of 


eo the appointment of three judges by 
the club, to act as a court of last resort, 
would solve the problem. These judges 
could act in the event that some dispute 
arose, such as that which marred the 
Choynski-McCoy fight. It should be made 
their duty to pass upon all disputed ques- 
tions, and as a majority vote would decide 
there could be no possibility of a deadlock, 
The plan I suggested would greatly enhance 
the value of pugiliam, and it would be an 
absolute safeguard against dishonesty in 
the settlement of pugilistic contests.

the ring paraphernalia of every athletic 
club in the country. Jt has been used at all 
ring contests held In the arene of the Cali- 
fornia Athletic club for years, and worked 
without a hitch. If it proved & success in 
California, Why should it not prove equally 
so in other sections of the country? 

‘Surprise for MeCoy. 

I imagine Choynski’s fighting was a sur- 
prise party to MeCoy. If Choynski in pre- 
paring for his ring events did not overtrain 
—as he invariably does—he would have an 
even chance with any fighter now before the 
public. My advice to him is to pursue the 
same course that racehorses are forced to 
follow at regular intervals. Owners of thor- 
oughbreds frequently turn the fleet-footed 
quadrupeds into pastures, after removing 
their shoes; in order that they may gain 
strength and muscle, If Choynski “recreat- 
ed” for a seasonable period (he need not re- 


move his shoes) and managed to build up to 


170 or 175 pounds, there is not a fighter be- 
foré the public who would have an easy 
thing with the Californian. 

Apropos of this question of weight, it is 
pertinent to remark that Choynski has in- 
variably disappointed the press expectations 
of his avoirdupois. He has frequently been 
referred ta#éin the newspapers as the “ Cali- 
fornia Giant,” “ Glant Choynski,” “ The 
Titan,” “ Big Joe Choynski,”’ etc. As @ 
matter of fact, during the time he was under 
my management, a period extending over 
several years, he never scaled over 16 
pounds. When he defeated Jim Hall at Mas- 
peth, in the presence of Tom O'Rourke, 
James Kennedy, apd others, Choynski 
weighed exactly 155% pounds, I am of the 
opinion that when he and Kid’’ McCoy 
again meet the latter will be the favorite 
at odds of 10 to 9. However, I think it an 
even money bet that Choynski will win, but 
it will require good seconding and able man- 
agement in his corner to make him the 
victor. 

There is something extraordinary in the 
sudden elimination of McCoy's terrible 
“corkscrew blow” as a factor in pugilism. 
After the “ Kid's” contest with Maher 
sporting writers devoted a great deal of val- 
uable space to the aforesaid corkscrew blow. 
The genius of newspaper,artists was called 
into play.to illustrate this supposedly ef- 
fective method of putting to sleep the antag- 
onists of Mr. McCoy. With this” corkscrew 
blow’ we were gravely informed McCoy 
could successfully swat into obscurity all 
men of his class who sought to lower his 
colors, 

But where is the “ corkscrew blow " now? 
Does anybody remember to have read about 
its use in the MeCoy-Choynski contest? 
There is but one conciusion to reach from 
this sudden disappearance from the pugil- 
istic firmament of the “ corkscrew blow.” 
When the man who possesses the faculty of 
making it effective is the winner it is great 
medicine, but when it ceases to be effective, 
when its Owner canot hold out against the 
superior prowess of his antagonist, it really 
does not amount te so, much after all. So 
runs the world.

TEAMS TO COMPETE FOR THE CHAM- 
PIONSHIP OF THE WORLD. 


National Tournament to Be Held at 
New York in July Under the Aus- 


$10,000 Worth of Prises Will Be 
Competed For—Women Piayers to 
Rell for Team and Individen! Hon- 
Other Events. 


| 

_ With the passing of the annual convention 
of the American Bowling congress the 
thousands of bowlers in the United States 
and Canada have already begun to turn 
their attention to the big national bowling 
tournament to be held under the auspices 
of the United Bowling Clubs of New York 
at Union Hill Park, from July 15 to 22 next, 
at which $10,000 worth of prizes will be rolled 
for. 

Numerous attempts have been made in the 
last few years to hold national competitions, 
but all of them have proven a failure because 
of the lack of suitable alleys, which made it 
next to impossible for those in charge of 
the tournament to assure the bowlers of 
other cities that they would have an equal 
chance against those whose good fortufie 
it was to be near the alleys. 

Profiting by this mistake, the first aim of 
the United Bowling Clubs was to put some 
one at the head of the big competition next 
July who has the confidence not only of 
Eastern bowlers but those throughout the 
country as well, and also a man who would 
be able to handle the bowling program of 
the affair without the slightest trouble. 
‘Their first selection resulted in the choice of 
‘Samuel Karpf, who, for the last five years, 
has served the American Bowling congress 
as its cecretary. At conducting big tourna- 
‘ments he is no novice, which he proved con- 
clusively by the manner in which he 
handled 350 bowlers at the Madison Square 
Garden (N. Y.) tourney in 1897 and 1898. 
In order to devote his entire time to the 
big tournament in question, Mr, Karpf has 
canceled all the dates he had already for this 
season's trip of the Greater New York Bow)l- 
ere. 

Mr. Karpf will have as his advisers the 
general committee of the United Bowling 
Ciubs, which consists of six men who have 
spent most of their lives at the game in the 
East, and the reputation of any one of them 
speaks well for the success of the coming 
competition. They are Dr. H. Timm, Presi- 
dent of the American Bowling Gongress; 
Henry Feldman, ex-President of the United 
Bowling Clubs; Captain John Moje, George 


Schenck, Captain J. G. Wragge, and Louis 
¥F. Schutte. 


In some parts of the country there‘is an 
impression abroad that the ‘‘ United” is 
a strictly German organization, with an- 
tiquated methods. On the contrary, its 
membership list is made up of 195 of the lead- 
ing clubs of Greater New York, and as 
young blood prevails in most. of these clubs 
it can readily be seen that the “ United ”’ 
is a thoroughly up-to-date American body 
of bewlers. The ‘*‘ United’ is to the bowl- 
ers of Greater New York what the Illinols 
State Bowling association is to the bowlers 
of Chicago and other Illinois cities in which 
the American game of ten pins is played, 
and, like other similar organizations, it is 
a home body, and is also affiliated with the 
parent body—the American Bowling Con- 
gress. 

The big tournament or series of different 
kinds of competition . which will be em- 
bodied in it will be held on twenty-six alleys, 
located In two separate buildings. The fair 
sex will have a building ail to themselves, in 
which will be located six alleys. On these 
will be decided the women’s team champion- 
ship and women’s individual championship. 
| All of the contests are open to all women 
bowlers in the country, and not a few of 
them are expected to compete. Missa Rose 
Murray of Toledo, O., who at present lays 
claim to the championship of her sex, be- 
cause’ of an average of nearly 200 pins in 
eight games, will be on hand to defend the 
title, but will have quite a contract on her 
hands because the leading women bowlers 
of the country have already promised to 
participate. 


ighteen Regulation Alleys. 


For the men there will be eighteen strictly 
regulation alleye constructed with all the 
jatest improvements. Theze will be allina 
row. in a building 125x125 feet. In order to 
provide the necessary room for spectators 
the alleys will be laid directly in the center 
of the building. with raised seats for 5,000 
spectators, behind the players at one end 
and behind the pins at the other. The latter 
plen is new, and a good one. , 

In order to assure all bowlers an equal 
chanee at the big prizes, the alleys will not 
be opéned for practice until the day the com- 
petition begins. In addition to this they will 
be scraped and polished every morning, so 
as to prevent any grooves or guidelines, 
which generally make their appearafice on 
new alleys. Notwithstanding al! these pre- 
cautions Manager-Secretary Karpf has ar- 
ranged to have new ptns for each day's 
games. Although the program of events and 
list of prizes have not yet been arranged, 
they will be in the course of a week. The 
contest that will likely attract the most at- 
tention will be the one for the team cham- 
pionship of the world, The lucky winner of 
this contest will carry home the champlion- 
ship emblem, valued at $500, as weil as a 
regular prize, valued at several hundred dol- 
lars. There will be at least 100 other prizes 
in this contest, as no less than 500 teams 
from all parts of the country are expected to 
compete. The Amefican game of tenpins 
will be the style of play, and in order that 
each team can play and get through before 
the competition closes eight alleys will be 
used. Two of the alleys have been set azide 
for contests, in which it is hoped to produce 
the individual champion of the United 
States at the American game of tenpins. 
Five hundred doWars will be set aside for the 
winners. In addition to this, four of the 
alleys will be used for the headpin tenpin 
game, open to all regularly organized teams.

AFTER STALLION RECORD. 


TOMMY BRITTON AND CRESCEUS TO 
TRY FOR DIRECTUM’S MARK. 


Peter the Great and Bergen Are Also 
Candidates for the Honor—Chances 
ef the Leading Competitors—Old 
Time Is Likely to Stand for at Least 
Another Year, Judging from the 
Form of the Horses—Chicago as a 


Market fer Speed.

Tt was recently announced in THE TRIBUNE 
that no mares would be bred to Tommy 


Britton this season, it being the intention of 


the Chicago stallion’s owners to prepare him 
for a trial against the stallion record, 2:05%, 
they believing complete rest from stud 
duties to be an important factor in such a 


problem. 


It now transpires that the owner of the 
Ohio stallion, Cresceus, 2:07%4, has adopted 
the same plan. Crésceus is also after first 
honors in point of record among trotting 
stallions, but thus far he has not shown the 
extreme rate of speed that Britton is known 
to s. The latter was officially timed a 
half mile in 1:01% and a quarter in :20',. 

Cresceus, while not yet havirig shown the 
brush which is so prominent in Britton’s 
makeup, has to his credit a faster record 
than the latter. He is a hard horse to beat 
at mile heats, three in five, his McGregor 
blood making him particularly dangerous: 
et the last end of the miles, and, while Brit- 
ton beat him rather handily at Columbus 
last July, many horsemen are of the opinion 
that with a high-class driver behind Cres- 
ceus there is net much to choose between 
them. 


_ There are two other stallions, however, 
both owned by one man, that some of the 
shrewdest judges deem to have an even 
better chance than either Britton or Cres- 
‘ceus to lower the stallion record. These 
horses are Peter the Great, 2:07%, and 
‘Bingen, 2:06%, the property of J. Malcolm 
“Forbes of Boston. When Britton trotted his 
ifamous half mile in 1:01% Peter the Great 
‘was right with him, and with the disadvan- 
tage of having the outside position all the 
way he was not an inch behind Tommy when 
‘the half mile was finished. 

More than this, it was the almost unani- 
'mous opinion of horsemen who saw the heat 
that nothing but the superior driving of 
West enabled Britton to win. 

Bingen has a faster record than any of the 
} other horses, and he was the only trotter 
‘that was able to win a heat from The Abbot 
last season. In three heats he finished ahead 
of the Buffalo horse, and in the matter of 
pure speed no one who has seen all the horses 
‘named perform doubts that Bingen can step 
\@ quarter as fast as any of the others. 
In fact, if a vote of horsemen were to be 


taken there is little doubt that (the drivers 


being ‘equal) eight out of ten men would ex- 
ides  ccnakbens in favor of either Bingen 
or Peter the Great as against Britton or 
| Cresceus were the race a mile dash against 


me. 

It is hard, on public form, to figure out 
‘where any trotter, not excepting The Abbot, 
has license to step a faster mile than Bingen, 
and as for Peter the Great the smartest 
horsemen in the land look upon him as the 
most wonderful colt that ever wore harness. 
They do not think he was well or wisely 
@riven in his great races at Lexington last 
fall, and yet in spite of that he showed him- 
self vastly supertor to all the other starters 
in the Transylvania, and in the 2:10 trot he 
beat his chief .opponent, Tommy. Britton, 
aithough the race fell to Bonnatella after 
the two stallions had killed their chances 
by a runaway duel in the first heat. 

Differently driven, horsemen think Peter 


the Great should have won both. races in 


straight heats, and as a matter of fact near- 
ly every one who saw the Transylvania be- 
lieves he did win that race. 

It is a good sign when the owners of crack 
stallions get out after the record with their 
horses. But the 2:05% of Directum is not 
going to be easily disturbed. It is a full 
second below the fastest mark of any of the 
stallions that are considered to have even 
a chance of lowering it; two’ seconds below 
the record of Cresceus and Peter the Great, 
and two and three-quarters seconds better 
than Britton’s record. ae 

Any one of these gaps is a hard one to 
bridge, and it is more than likely that after 
all the talk Directum will still be champion 
at the close of 1900. Like Alix, who holds 
the world’s trotting record, 2:03%, he was a 
giant among trotters, and the one that 
lowers his mark must be a good deal better 
than anything shown in 1899, when 2:06% 
giarked the best trotting performance of the 
year, and there were but two horses out of 
the thousands trained that could show even 
that much speed for a mile. 

John Kelly, who drove Directum when that 
horse was at his best, was in Chicago the 
other day, and talked of his old favorite. 
Kelly is a natural reinsman, and in his rela- 
#ions with Monroe Salisbury, James Butler, 
and others has been behind some of the most 
sensational ormers of the last decade. 
He naturally thinks Directum the best stal- 
Vion that ever wore harness, and until the 
black fellow’s record is beaten horsemen 
will not admit that his equal exists.

This has been done because Chicago 
is now recognized as the great horse market 
of the world. That other interests believe 
this to be the case is shown by the fact 
consignment to the Splan-Newgass auction 
sale of trotting stock, which begins Jan. 30, 
come from as widely separated points as 
New York and Colorado. and in eath in- 
stance the consignment is a notable one. 
The pacers W. W. P., 2:05%. and Roberts, 
2.09%, hail from Denver, while BE. H. Harri- 
man, the well known Wall street operator, 
sends a lot of colts from his farm at Goshen. 
which is only an hour’s ride from New York 
City. Mr. Harriman paid $44,000 for his 
premier stallion Stamboul, and {t means 
much when a man of his prominence in 
breeding matters send8 his stock 1.000 miles 
west to be sold, instead of consigning them 
to one of the New York auctions. 

. Last fall Chicago men sent famous horses 
East to be sold, but ft has since been shown 
that the market here fs better than ever be- 
fore. This has resulted in no less than 
sixteen animals with records better than 
2:15 being consigned to the Chicago sale, 
while there are over seventy with marks 
better than 2:30. These comprehend track 
horses that would make good roadsters, 
young stock that has promise, and stallions 
and mares from a couple of prominent breed- 
ing farms that are going out of business.

George Slosson, who now antagonizes Ran- 
ney in a billiard way, tells a story to the 
effect that Ranney once said to him: 

“ George, your eyes are going fast—in fact, 
' going in every direction, and it is best that 
you should come to my office at once and 
let me straighten them up. If you take any 
more chances your billiard days are over.” 

“Doctor,” replied the Student, “ My blue 
pop eyes have been criticised more than 
once, I assure you, but. they have enabled me 
to shoot about as straight as any bDilliardist 
living or dead, and just now, before you 
came in, I ran 346 at the fourteen-inch line, 
which will do, won’t it?’’ ; 

This goes to show that Dr. Ranney, like 
‘any other mortal, may make mistakes, and 
almost every one thought he had “ stubbed 
‘his toe’’ when he some months ago insti- 
‘tuted the harsh condition that all amateur 
‘billiard tournaments must be held under the 
sanction of the Amateur Athletic union. 
‘Daly and Slosson, both ex-champions of 
America, declared a revolt, and Messrs. 
Poggenberg, Stark, Keeney, Townsend, Mul- 
daur, and Arnold joined in and agreed to 
eontest two handicap tourneys, to be got up 
by Slosson and Daly. The fact is, that the 
first-named professional was the originator 
of the scheme, and Daly tailed on. 

Things looked rosy at the start for the ama- 
teurs, who, in declaring that they would 
play billiards in ‘any reputable room, only 
exercised the right of free-born citizens. The 
clubmen of New York City aided the men, 
even members of the Knickerbocker Ath- 
letic club, where the Amateur Athletic union 
championship tourneys have been held, sid- 
ing with the revolters. 


Revolters Draw Most Spectators. 


One of the chief stays of the independent 
amateur came through the almost unani- 
mous opinion of the public that gate money 
should not be charged in amateur contests, 
and a clause allowing such charges had dur- 
ing the year been inserted in the bylaws of 
the Amateur Athletic union. 

The rival tourneys were played on the same 
dates, and while the billiard-rooms of Slos- 
son and Daly were packed to suffocation 
the pretty theater of the Knickerbocker 
Athletic club contained but a few onlookers, 
and of these nine-tenths were club men, the 
public refusing to take advantage of the 50- 
cent admission, although such charge gave 
the buyer of a ticket as good a seat as 
any in the house. By removing @oggenberg 
and Keeney from the possible effttries in the 
A. A. U. Class B tourney all local interest 
was killed, and Dr. A. B. Miller, the only 
New-Yorker having a possible chance to 
win a prize, was shut out in the preliminary. 

But Dr. Ranney is a man of resources, 
and. scouring the country for talent, he 
raked up in Charles Threshire of Boston a 
fine billiardist, who proved the winner of the 
tourney and quite the equal of J. Byron 
Stark. the winner of 1808. J..C. Mun Smith, 
| who finished second, scored 800 points in 
twenty-seven innings, and so beat all Class 
B records. So Dr. Ranney did not get such 
a knockout after all. 

N. A. B. A.’s Fatal Mistake. 

Glosson and Daly “did the thing up 
brown,” and the cost to them of their two 
tourneys, prizes, and a dinner at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria was not less than $1,500, and 
but fer a fatal mistake in the rules of the 
National Amateur Billiard association, 
formed by the revolters at barbaric meth- 
ods, the new organization would most likely 

have killed the A. A. U. as to billlards. And 
here is how the error was made: A year ago 
the New York Racquet club instituted a 
tourney for the amateur championship of 
America, and adopted a set of rules defining 
an amateur, framed for the purpose of 
shutting out W. P. Foss, W. C. McCreevy, 
and Frank Dugro. The result was that Or- 
ville Oddie, a splendid fellow but an in- 
ferior bDilliardist to the men above named, 
was enabled to thrice win the championship, 
the style of billiards being straight rail 
(balls not to be spotted when frozen other 
than by option of the player). Then Arthur 
Townsend, in a tourney at Daly’s (1890), av- 
eraged 17 and ran 267 at straight rail, and 
so the racquet club forgot to give another 
tourney, as Mr. Oddie was not up to Mr. 
notch. | 

r. Oddie is said by most excellent judges 
to have a chance, if in practice, yt a 
prize in Class A company, but he retiréd 
long ago from Dillards. However, he was 
made President of the revolters of 1899, and 
what more natural than the adoption of the 
silly rules defining an amateur of the rac- 
quet club? Slosson saw the mistake, and at 
once called attention to the fact that Muller 
(champion), Foss, and McCreevy were 
under this rule. Keeney also argued against 
any such action, and Charles Minor, a law- 
yer, one of the most enthustastic lovers of 
the game of billiards, protested.

PLAN OF ORGANIZATION. 
The result of investigation indicates that’ 


‘the most feasible plan for the organization . 
and establishment, and afterward the su 


port and control, of such institutions in the 
smaller cities is through the formation of 
associations of individuals, to include the 
leading and influential citizens, both men 
and women, care being taken to select repre- 
sentatives of all religious denominations and 
fraternal orders, so that the association ma 
be without biag and in order that the insti- 
tution may receive the’ unanimous support 
of all classes and factions of the entire com- 
munity. This has been the start’of many of 
the most successful associations which aré. 
now firmly established upon a sound basis. 
Tolerance of every religious view is said by, 
those of experience to be the first principle. 
that must be observed where the support of 
the entire public ts desired. 

The question of reverve is, of course, the 
most important one to be met with. It has 
been found by experience in some cases that 
the most feasible way in which to make a 
beginning is for the association to raise 
money enough to furnish and equip a small 
rented house, which will not only meet the 
emergency demands, but will impress upon 
all the citizens the need for a hospital anditts. 


For the support of this hospital the 
churches may set aside one Sunday in the 
year, on which day all contributions shall go 
to the support of the hospital. Churches 7 
societies or wealthy individuals ,. may 
found who will support one bed, and ft has

Dr. Fernand Henrotin, who is connected 
with several of the larger hospitals in Chi- 
cago » Made the following suggestions: 

It is an exceedingly easy and simple mat- 
ter to organize and equip a small hospital 
in @ city of 15,000 population. One or two 
ehergetic and public-spirited citizens can 
make up a list composed of the representa- 
tive leading citizens, both men and women, 
Selecting them from every denomination and 
Organization, charitable and otherwise, and 
having a care not to confine the selection toa 
faction, where factions exist in any of the 
tions. 

With this list as a basis call a meeting for 
the organization of a hospital association. 
The usual plan is to raise a small sum—say 

000 or $3,000—and with this rent a house 
for temporary quarters, and it may be possi- 
ble to secure some small help from the 
municipality. This, with the Income from 
ts pay patients and the small contributions 
from the churches and individuals, is ade- 
Guate to support the hospital. Then its nat- 
nral growth and the energy of its Board of 
Control will do the rest, and ultimately a 
Permanent home may be acquired. 

The Board of Control should be carefully 
selected and should be absolutely representa- 
tive in its character. The institution should 
be conducted on a broad basis, for the ac- 
Commodation of all the people, regardless of 
religious views or other distinctions. The

charity patient. If réform could be brought 
about in the habit of some of our country 
friends in this respect I have no doubt the 
small hospitals could be made to succeed. 

** I doubt whether either private capital or 
public charity alone would make a’ success 
of such hospitals. I have no doubt, how- 
ever, that enterprising physiciafis could be 
found who would undertake to equip such 
hospitals if they were guaranteed municipal 
support. A certain sum, for /example, could 
be donated by the municipality for the en- 
dowment of a ward, or wards, as the case 
may be. Wealthy people might be interest- 
ed who would endow wards, rooms, or beds. 
Such endowment, in combination with the 
income from private patients, would sup- 
port hospitals in cities of 10,000 population 
and upwards.” 


DR. NICHOLAS SENN. 


Dr. Nicholas Senn. surgeon in charge of 
the St. Joseph Hospital, said: 

“As a rule there should be a hospital In 
every city of 15,000 population, under control 
of the city government, and it should be par- 
tially supported at least by the municipalli- 
ty. In smaller cities private hospitals should 
be established, and the churches should com- 
bine for that purpose on broad lines. 

“The Sisters of Charity, with whom I 
come in-close contact, have over sixty hos- 
pitals in the United States, and all are ideal. 
While they are supposed to represent the 
Catholic Church, yet they admit patients 
of all religious beliefs. I do not believe in 
private hospitals under private control. They 
are money-making enterprises and adver- 
tising mediums, as a rule, and invariably 
fail in the end. The hospital for a small 
city should be charitable, but at the same 
time prepared to care for patients who are 
able to pay for accommodations, and should 
be under the control of the leading and 
public-spirited individuals of the different 
denominations and organizations. 

“In Europe all, or nearly all, the cities, 
regardless of size, have their hospitals, and 
they are under the control of the city gov- 
ernment. We are rapidly progressing to- 
yards‘the European idea in this country, 
and ft is a subject which should receive 
much attention. 


Superintendent J. C. Burt of the Hahne- 
mann Hospital said: | ;

A thousand dol- 
lars should be provided for every 1,000 pop- 
ulation when preparing for the erection of 
the hospitals."’ 


SUPERINTENDENT CURTIS. 


Louis R. Curtis, superintendent of St, 
Luke's Hospital in Chicago, gave 
as follows: 

“In the absence of an outright gift of a 
sufficient sum of money with which to erect 
a hospital the first essential is the support 
of the representative medical men of the 
community. The funds necessary for the 
construction of the building could probably 
be secured from charitable citizens, either 
in large sums from a few individuals or by 
popular subscription. Occasionally the mu- 
nicipal or county government will assist in 
providing funds, but the wisdom of accepting 
such assistance, in cases where it involves 
participation by the officials of the city or 
county in the after management of the in- 
stitution, is doubtful.

clearer. The year made wealthier 
many an actor and manager and saw 
the triumph of numbers of sensational 
uctions, but it did not record the birth 
of a single play of transcendent greatness. 
Ane may be forgiven, indeed, for turning 
from the view of the dramatic output of the 
twelve months with a feeling of depression, 
@ sense due as much to the use to which the 
small measure of cleverness was put as to 
the general absence of that quality. Arthur 
iW. Pinero, the foremost master of stage- 
craft of the day, added in the year but one 
play to those which bear his name as author, 
and while that one, “ The Gay Lora Quex, 
produced in London last spring by John 
Hare, has been one of the financial] successes 
of the year, and has been accepted as an 
example of structural excellence, it belongs 
to the class which is sure to give the year 
a taint in the histories which the future will 
write. 

To say that more questionable, if not de- 
basing, plays -were given to the pub- 
lic in the year than in any similar period 
of time during the century is scarc® an @x- : 
aggeration. The influence which has been 
emanating from Paris for many years was’ 
2s harmful in 1899 as usual, but the French 
capital, nevertheless, was outdone by Lon- 
don. Where Paris was content with broad 
farces, London evidenced its decadence Dy 
ite rhapsodical reception of comedies ‘which 
made vice a thing of cynical cheer. ‘Two 
other standard-Vearers in thé ranks of Eng- 
lish dramatists, Sydney Grundy and R. C. 
Carton, vie with Pinero and with each 
other to see who could insert into a play the 
most degrading satire. They did not take 
the excuse of the epoch of “ The Second 
Mrs. Tanqueray,” and say they were writ- 
ing modern plays. They boldly avowed that 
they intended to teach nothing; that they 
were ministering to public taste and pleas- 
ure/ That the taste was diseased they had 
not the honesty to admit. Grundy, who 4 
few short seasons ago raised against the 
problem play the cry that it was marching 
the stage and the dramatist to their doom, 
was able to salve hie conscience, and write 
“'The Degenerates,” which reintroduced 
Mrs: Langtry to the world of the footlights.

For that reason there was 
more excuse for them, as much at least as 
there ever was for “ Camille” and the 
others of its model. In default of powerful 
tragedies, plays of their tenor will continue 
to be employed by actresses who have the 
talent to portray a certain round of deep-set 
emotions. Moreover, the plays were not 80 
much the products of the year, though 
netther might have been put upon the stage 
when it was had the trend of the period been 
different. The farces would gain too much 
by a recital of titles. 

The most hopeful sign about the year lay 
iri the bulk of its depravity, strange though 
the statement may 
so surely for revulsion 
1899 may prove to have been the year of 
climax, its evils certainly were only those of 

immediate predecessors accentuated. 
When the present mess of ill-smelling plays 
has ceased to poison the atmosphere the bet- 
ter time already may be here. That time 
cannot be, however, for nearly another year, 
as the pieces’ which began careers in London 
must complete them in this country. The 


sensational plays are sure to come, but there | 


is good reason for hoping that the lesser and 
more stupid pieces which were put forward 
to take advantage of the fashion are now 
hastening toward oblivion. 

Not the least among the good omens 1809 
gave to 1900 were the evidence of the return 
to favor of the romantic play and its hearty 
companion, the melodrama. “ Robespierre,” 
the Sardou play, which, in conjunction with 
Sir Henry Irving, has been found admirable 
by two continents, is a melodrama.

Mr. Marshall Field is reported by Mr. 
Richard Harding Davis as knowing all 
about the Transvaal war and as hoping 
for British success and also as believing 


with him. Mr. Davis makes this state- 
ment in connection with the assertion that 
sympathy with the British cause is almost 
universal in this country. Perhaps he has 
unwittingly done an injustice to Mr. Field, 
who is not accustomed to express himself 
in 80 sweeping a style for publication, and 
who would not wish to be understood as 
being given to hasty generalizations, It 
would not be fair to accuse Mr. Field of 


with regard to public matters merely on 
the strength of a statement which may 
be disavowed and which in any case was 
made in private. It can be said that the 
opinions of Mr. Field on such questions cer 
ry the authority of any other citizen oc- 
cupying the same position in the world, but 
no more. He has not been endowed with 
a prescience which enables him to decide 
infallibly on the merits of international 
questions; but is as likely to err as anybody 
else. If he has really said that public 
opinion in the United States is almost 
everywhere in favor of the British he has 
suffered from a lack of information on 
the subject. More probably he has been 
misreported. .We. like to indulge the 
presumption that he has been and to ac- 
quit him in advance of having said anything 
of the kind. 

Senator Hale is a man who has 
public questions for a generation and whose 
mind has been trained to weigh them with . 
care. Hence his views are entitled to more 
than usual respect. What he says must 
be expected to have influence on the public 
mind. He is in a better position to gauge 
public sentiment than a man in mercan- : 
tile life. His opinions should not be ac- 
cepted as conclusive any more than those 
of Mr. Field, but his opinion in this in- | 
stance happens to carry more weight than 
that of Mr. Field. Senator Hale has de- 
clared in the Senate that the war which 
Great Britain is now waging against the 
Boers is “ the most fell blow at human liber- 
ty that has been struck in this century.” 
He denies that the Americans are in sym. 
pathy with thin attempt to “stamp out’ 
the. liberty of a people,” and holds that 
Mr. Balfour’s statement alleging such sym- 
pathy should be met with a disclaimer. 

In this difference of opinion between Mr. 
Hale and Mr. Field—if the latter has been. 
correctly reported—we should say that Mr. 
Hale has the better of the cotroversy, He is 
moré accurate in his statements and comes 
nearer the merits of the question. We 
should say that a majority of the people 
of the United States sympathize profound- 
ly with the Boers in their struggle with 
England and feel that the Afrikanders, 
are fighting in defense of their liberties 
as our fathers fought for theirs in the 
colonial days. | 

It is impossible to; determine a matter 
of this kind without a plébiscite, for the 
holding of which there is no provision in 
the constitution or the laws. But so far 
as public opinion can be judged from the 
expressions of members of public bodies 
and from public meetings we should say 
there is a decided preponderance of sym- 
pathy in favor of the Boers. At the same 
time there is a respectable contingent that 
is favorable to the British contention. It 
is composed chiefly of persons of English, 
Scotch, or Canadian descent, and it also 


of American descent who are of the 
opinion that the English can give a bet- 
ter government than the Boers can or will | 
give to south Africa. 


WHAT ARE THE POLICE FOR! 

The Council should not approve of—for 
the public will condemn—any proposition to 
add an ounce to the “lifting weight” of 
Chief Kipley, or to increase the number of 
patrolmen by one man, until he shows a 
disposition to protect citizens in the pursuit 
of peaceful avocations. So long as he con- 
ceives it to be the chief duty of the police 
force to endeavor if possible to keep the 


in one day, and to protect law-breakers at 
the expense of law-keepers, there will be 
no disposition on the part of the respects- 
ble element in the community to hold up 
his hands. If the Chief of Police prefers 
not to be an officer of the law but a dema- 
gogue he has_.no right to look to citizens for 
support or to expect the good opinion of 
his fellow-men. 

. The assault, reported in yesterday's 
UNE, upon two men peacefully at work upon 
a building in La Salle avenue, where they. 
were trespassing upon the rights of nobody.

James Wilson, a janitor in the building, went 
to the Carisons’ assistance and was driven from the 
building. 

Carlson the elder sustained a fracture of the 
skull an@ the younger received several scalp 
wounds. The former is considered to be in a dan- 
gerous condition and is at the Passavant Memorial 


+ Hospital. 
Wilson had to jump out of a window eight feet 


from the ground to escape. 
That the assailants belonged to the union 
the men who were clubbed did not choose 
to belong to may be taken for granted. No 
motive existed to induce others to resort to 
club law. The names of the assailants are 
not given. But the police know them, or | 
might know them if any effort were made to 
discover their names. If the men are 
known to the police they have not been ar- 
rested. If not known, it does nat appear 
that any effort has been made to find out 
who they are. The police have other mat- 
ters te attend to. At the time of the as- 
sault and since then they have been strens- 
ously protecting the saloons and laboriously 
striving mot to take notice of places kept 
open in defiance of law, so as to be better 
abléto pretend such places do not exist, 
With reference to these frightful, do- 
mofaliging attacks upon free and inde- 
pendent: citizens by murderous ruffians the

DEATH OF JOHN RUSKIN. 
John Ruskin, the foremost of modern 
art critics and one of the most brilliant 


ture, died in London yesterday in the eighty- 
first year of his age. He began his artistic 


not eminently successful, however, but his 
studies and practice grounded him in the 
fundamentals and thus thoroughly quali- 
fied him for the splendid work in criticism 
which ultimately spread his fame through- 
éut the world. His first published work 
was his well-known defense of Turner and 
modern English landscape painting, which 
was subsequently enlarged into the stand- 
ard volume known as “ Modern Painters,” 
which appeared in 1843. His theories were 
strenuously opposed by other art critics, 
and in ‘the second edition of “ Modern 
Painters” he replied to them. This work 
was warmly received both in Europe and 


er, Temporarily Jea ving the subject of paint- 
‘ing, he turned his attention to arehiteec- 
ture and his next two vo | 
Lamps of Architecture” and “ Stones of 
Venice,” increased his reputation and made 
his fame as critic secure. Volume after 
volime rapidly appeared. He was a 
prodigious worker. In addition to his books 
he was a frequent contributor to‘news- 
papers and periodicals and he soon be- 
came one of the most popular lecturers in 
England. His services to art were recog- 
nized by his appointment 4s lecturer at 
Cambridge in 1867 and as Slade professor 
of the fine arts at Oxford in 1870.. 

During his long and brilliant career many 
subjects engaged Mr. R ’s attention 
besides those pertaining to art in its various 
forms, He utilized the opportunities of 
his lectures before various workingmen’s 
societies and on other public occasions to 
treat subjects of a  politico-economical, 
philosophical, and social nature. Though 
not always orthodox in these directions and 
sometimes impracticable, the beauty of his 
style, his glowing imagery, and the elo- 
quence of his diction made his addresses 
singularly attractive, and they were read 
with interest the world over when they 
appeared in book form. While his most 
important contributions to art were his 
earliest works, yet some of those which 
followed, notably “Unto This Last,” 
“Ethics of the Dust,” “Sesame and 
Lilies,” “Crown of Wild Olive,” “The 
Queen of the Air,” and “The Cestus of 
Aglaia,” will be always more popular, not 
alone because they are less technical but 
also because they contain some of the 
most exquisitely finished passages in the 
whole range of modern literature. 

Mr. Ruskin’s powers were exhausted long 
ago by overwork and the fever of produc- 
tion. For some years past he has lived in 


seclusion, hopelessly wrecked in mind and 


body, but the brilliant work he accom- 
plished in his prime has added immeasur- 
ably not alone to the progress of art but to 
the wealth of English literature. In art 
he made himself an authority. To litera- 
ture he has contributed from “ the pure well 
of English undefiled.”

For $7,500 an —_ American has 
purchased from nchester (Hngland) 
Cathedral the extensive work “ Raising cf 
Lazarus,” by Sir Benjamin West. It is 
to be transferred to the splendid new 
Cathedral of St. John, New York City. 
Benjamin West, of English Puritan 
stock, born in Pennsylvania, Chester Coun- 
ty, 1788, “lisped” not “ in numbers ” but 
in lines. He received his first lessons in 
color from a party of Cherokee Indians.

After three years’ stay in Italy, copying 
the antique, he made his permanent home 
at London, where he won the smiles of 
George ITI. and the church.

It means that it will 
become a fashion for wealthy people, 
pious or impious, to adorn American church 
walls with valuable pictures. Hamerton, 
after Ruskin, first of Dnglish critics, says 
that it is a function of Protestantism to 
transfer religious ‘pictures from ‘the sanc- 
tuary, where the light is not generally ar- 
ranged for pictorial effects, to public gal- 
leries, where they can be better seen. Rome 
alone excepted, the most celebrated 
religious works, pictorial and plastic, are 
now in secular museums. But a reaction 
is setting in. Beautiful churches, whose 
architects have provided scientifically for 
interior embellishment, are building in Eu- 
rope and America. Lovers of beauty, 
whether devout or rationalistic, will hail 
the acquisition of West’s “ Lazarus” less 
for its own sake than as an omen of a 
generous resolve of American wealth to 
enrich American temples, 


SOCIETY. AS CHICAGO FINDS IT. 

The fact that Chicago women could talk 
at all while the world at large suffered 
ander a cloud of atmospheric depression 
was one of the great triumphs achieved 
at the Woman's club’s discussion about 
society., That is one of the great charms 
about society, that it can always resist 
bkyey influences and penetrate fogs with 
the candle beams of conversation. 

Yet it must not be denied that some of 
the fog got‘into the talk. We are not 
quite clear as to what society is, but we 
have more definite notions as to what it is 
not. 

Perhaps some who read of the various 
allurements and non-allurements of society 
will feel like the bashful individual who, 
though he suffered much at being seen 
where he was, yet “ consoled himself with 
the delicious thought of the inconceivable 
number of places where he was not.” 

In one of Matthew Arnold's most beau- 
tiful poems the poet dwells upon the fact 
that each individual is “enisled” in the 
sea of life and that around all is an “ un- 
plun’d salt, estranging sea.” It seems to 
be the business of society to build bridges 
with which to span that sea, and it was 
hoped that the members of the Woman’s 
club ‘would tell just how they are built.

If 
medical science during the coming century 
shall so far advance, for instance, as to dis- 
cover some method for strengthening the 
stomach and rejuvenating the liver, when 
pessimism gives the signal that these organs 
have passed the days of their ysefulness, it 
will be a great gain and old age will not be 
a. burden. But if livers are not. improved 
then longevity will be so handicapped as not

MODERN BOOKBINDING,

In an article on this subject the New 
York Times shows that the improvement 
applies alike to commercial or-trade bind- 
ings and to library or extra bindings. The 
three most important qualities of a binding 
are solidity, strength, and flexibility. It is 
in the satisfactory combining of these three 
qualities that the craft has made such im- 
portant strides during the last few years. 
The putting together of a book is an art 
no less than the decorating of the cover. 
In both arts there has-recently been marked 
advancement in the United States. In spite 
of the opinion of Miss Prideaux, the woman 
bookbinder, that there is still “a servile 
copying of the old models in the decorating 
of books,” it may safely be asserted that the 
covers of the novels now appearing are more 
artistic than those of even five years ago, 
It may also be added that Chicago has con- 
tributed its share of originality in this de- 
partment. 


BERNARD SHAW’S OPTIMISM. 

Probably through his love of whimsicali- 
ty, Mr. Bernard Shaw devotes an article 
in an English magazine to arguing that the 
degeneracy of the present-day drama éndi- 
cates an increase in national culture. He 
does not deny that the spirit of commercial-. 
ism is ruining the English theater, as it is 
the American, and that it no longer has the 
power of attracting the sort of people for 
whom Shakspeare wrote “ Hamlet.” He 
acknowledges that “ the theater has ceased 
to be any place for superior persons like 
myself.” Yet he attempts, with more or 
less seriousness, to contend that the change 
is a healthful sign, and he bases his argu- 
ment especially upon the fact that so many 
of the cheap and tawdry plays are making 
money. 

Shaw’s argument is plausible but 
specious. He says the decline in the quali- 
ty of fare at the best theaters may be a 
sign of progress if at the same time the 
lowest forms of entertainment are ‘disap- 
pearing: For example, he says, Shaks- 
peare’s theater was superior to that of the 
present day, but near Shakspeare’s theater 
was the bear pit in which Sackerson was 
baited. If Sackerson’s audience had left 
him and gone to Shakspeare’s theater the 
grade of plays given there might have been 
lowered considerably, and yet the change 
might have shown a remarkable advarice 
in the tastes of the audience that had for- 
merly preferred bear baiting spectacles. In 
short, Mr. Shaw thinks that if the people 
to whom so many of our managers are now 
catering were formerly amused only by 
prize fights and chambers of horrors, then 
the- national gain is great even though all 
high-class drama is laid on the shelf. 

The fallacy of this sort of defense is ap- 
parent on the face of it. The prize fighting 
gentry are not concerned in this matter. 
Take the case as it exists in the United 
States. The theater trust has perceptibly 
lowered the artistic grade of the plays pre- 
sented in its theaters, which are the great 
majority of the higher grade theaters in 


gaged in presenting. the lower grade of 
plays. Presumably such pieces pay better 
for the moment than Shakspearean or other 
high class dramas, or the trust would not 
devote itself to them. But the mere con- 
fession of a man like Bernard Shaw that he 
no’ longer cares for the theater gives the 
negative to his own optimism and ought to- 
warn the managers that their gordid com- |

THE CRITERION OF PROGRESS. 

Yves Guyot, the foremost French polit- 
ical economist, writing in the Journal 
des Economistes on the “Criterion of 
Progress,” declares progress is the law 
of least effort. The chief characteristic 
of: progress is that it is achieved as man 
secures a utility with less effort, and all 
history of invention obeys that law. This 
is true of intellectual as well as material 
things: But progress has been an increase 


Recent progress has been in the enianci- 
pation of the individual from the ppres- 
sion of another individual. The charac- 
ter of that advance is demonstrated. by 
the suppression of slavery. Exchange has 
abolished acquisition by violation and 
evolution in society consists in substituting 
contract for foree. The individual hav- 
ing been emancipated, publicists are will- 
ing to make the idea of contract the basis 
of the existence of society, as it is in the 
theories of Hobbes and Rousseau. Yet 
a constitution is a positive contract und 


tive character. That which distinguishes 
the commercial contract is that it cannot 
have for its object other than the assur- 
ance of security of action by the partici- 
pants. |

of the nineteenth century has been to sub- 
stitute a scientific and industrial civiliza- 
tion for one that was sacerdotal and mili- 
tary.

WRITING FOR MAGAZINES. 

Conclusive testimony that writing for 
the magazines is not a profitable basi- 
ness is given by Sir Walter Besant in 
the Author. Besant went over the table 
of contents of nine leading periodicals for 
twelve months and found that during the 
year their contributions were written by 
648 different persons. The largest num- 
ber of articles written by any one person 
(exclusive of serials) was five, and only 
four had as many contribations as that. 
Eight wrote four articles, twenty-four sold 
three, and ninety-eight snueceeded in dis- 
posing of as many 4s two contributions, 
The other 514 magazine writers sold but 
one article each during the year...

The Ciasiaad Review, which is the lead- 
ing journal of organized philanthropy, takes 


means of raising money for charity. The 
Review goes so far as to declare that ina- 
bility to support a charity without resort 
to balls. or fairs indicates that the public is 
either ignorant of the merits of the charity 
or else has no confidenceinit. It also shows 
that the management of the charity is either 
afraid to put its work before the public 
on its merits or else that from force of habit, 
«having always depended upon balls, it has 
never occurred to it to do anything else. 
“A charity which cannot after a fair trial 
be maintained without resort to balls or 
fairs would do well to close its doors.” 

It is pointed out that all but a few of the 
great charitable institutions depend entirely 
upon direct contributions based upon con- 
cise business statements of aims, methods, 

d results. It is an unnecessary slur upon 

e intelligence and generosity of the aver- 
age community to assume that it will not 
support a worthy charity without resort to 
balls. 

One point that is made seems to be the 
real cause of the growing disfavor of the 
charity ball. The managers of charities 
have found that it is not good business 
policy. The contributor who gives $50 a 
year will do so more willingly if he believes 
himself secure from further demands. He 
‘cannot’ be fooled by being asked to buy 
tickets to a ball which means the expendi- 
ture of money unnecessarily by as well 
as by the charity. The Charities Review 
| is probably right when it declares that the 
ball results in no contributions that could 
not be secured by equal expenditure of 
effort directly exerted. If this be true, then 


is almost criminal, in that it diverts time 
and money that should go directly to the 
charities. 

An interesting idea advanced is that the 
whole theory of “ giving people a premium 
on their charity ” is absolutely false and per- 
nicious. The Charities Review says that 
| it does not delude the man of sound business 
sense and it does cut into the norma! sources 
of direct profit. The argument is interest- 
ing, but the conclusions are too sweeping. 
It is necessary sometimes to give the peo- 
ple a “premium on charity,” as, for in- 
stance, in the case of the benefit perform- 
ances given at the theaters. The Lambs’ 
club annual tour certainly results in the 
obtaining of thousands of dollars for the 
Actors’ Fund that would not otherwise be 
bestowed. This may hardly be a parallel 
case to that of the charity ball, but justice 
demands that it be mentioned to show that 
the generalities of the Charities Review are 


too sweeping.

A SUPREME TEST. 

It was a wise experimenter in education 
who made the simple reading of a piece 
of prose the examination test for a class 
of students. ~ For in no other way do in- 
tellectual acquirements and mora! qualities 
stand more clearly revealed than in the 
voice of the reader. A man may keep 
his life to a certain extent out of his face, 
but he cannot prevent its revelation in 
his voice. And it is not too much to say 
that a woman might safely marry a man 
whom she could endure to hear read aloud 
a bit of her favorite prose.

The movement for consolida- 
tion, or what has been mistermed “ Greater Chicago,” 
| does not seek to consolidate all these bodies into one, 
but to materially reduce their number, both through processes of abo-

consolidate the three park systems into one, to secure the absorption 


of the drainage government by the city, and to consolidate county 


and city governments.

It seems to me, also, that the accustomed- 
ness to certain tastes and odors must Have 
its influence. Foods, cooked as many of 


is often poor; and the strength of the foods 
used, such as of coffee and tea, must accus- 
tom them to a standard which is distinguish- 
able from that of other cultural strata. 

I found, also, that in the case of odors, if 
they were such as called up definite associa- 
tions, the accuracy was greater. Persons 
who could not distinguish camphor which 
was perfectly intelligible to me, would come | 
into a room where I had used alcohol to di- 
lute shellac, and would detect it instantly 
when I could not perceive it. In one or two 
eases the defect tn the sense of smell was 
congenital, the subject saying she could not 
even detect things burning upon the stove 
when at home. I made some inquiries of 
the assistants at Bellevue Hospital, and they 
informed me that the people from the lower 
classes (not necessarily criminals) were 
more insensible to odors than were the more . 
educated and cultured patients. In giving 
them anesthetics more was required to pro- 
duce anesthesia. If this be true, it is not so 
much the criminal, as that there is a relation 
between the individual and the environ- 
ment. An. examination of criminals from 
a different social stratum might give dif- 
ferent results. Among the women I meas- 
ured I had three well educated, one an actress 
of note, one the daughter of a professor ina 
Southern college, the other a newspaper 
reporter of good family. In their percentage 
of errors I find in sweet there were no errors, 
in salt two out of nine, in bitter four out of 
nine, in sour six out of nine. This is a 
smaller percentage, but is manifestly too 
small a number from which to draw deduc- 
tions. Bosides, two of these were addicted 
to the alcoholic habit, and one had used mor-

TEST OF HEARING. 
The test of hearing was taken with @ 
watch. One ear was closed with cotton and 
the subject was required to sit with her eyes 
closed, telling ‘when she heard the watch 
and when she did not. The watch was held 
first close to the ear, and then moved out- 
ward to the point where it could not be dis- 
tinguished. This was repeated by starting 
from a distance where it could not be heard 
and working forward. Frequently the 
watch was closed and placed behind the 
operator, in order to detect the accuracy of 
the subject's judgment. The results showed 
numerous defects, for which I was unable 
to account.in many instances. For fifty- 
seven people measured I find the difference 
at which they could hear the watch to be 
right, 4.7 feet; left; 5.4 feet. In about twelve 
instances ,out of the whole number there 
were marked defects in both ears, or dis- 
erepancier between the two, In one case 
the test wus omitted owing to the inac- 
of the subject.

them to one subject. The first group 
under free association consisted: of five 
words—rainbow, thunder, pain, sour, gas or 
ammonia, one to appeal to each memory or 
each sense, This was given in order to see 
which memory predoniinated.. Thus, if the 
word thunder (auditory) was given and fol- 
lowed by the word noise, the auditory stil 
persisted, hut if it was followed by lightning, 
‘there .was the visual, the auditory not being 
strong enough to persist. This test demon- 
strates that the visual memory is the most 
acute of all. That is, theeye is more active 
‘in our experiences and thus in storing up 
memories. Usually the visual stimulus 
would be followed quite closely, pictures of 
the object or scenes presenting themselves. 
Auditory was the second in order of promi- 
nence, though it persisted only a short time. 
Gustatory seemed next- strongest, calling up 
various things having sour tastes. Tactual 
was almost equally strong with gustatory, 
and olfactory was the weakest of all. In 
choosing a word, however, for olfactory 
stimuli, it was favorable to students, but not 
so to the criminal. I used the word ammonia 
and most of the criminals being domestics 
or laundresses it suggested the use of am- 
monia for cleaning, washin&, etc., rather 
than the odor. With the use of a word which 
would appeal to them purely upon the olfac- 
tory side the memory might be more per- 


sistent.

in the. association. I give the association of 
a feeble-minded girl, who nevertheless un- 
derstood what was wanted. It will be seen 
that the defect is almost always shown in 
thélack of continuity, the mind losing, its 
stimulus and groping about for a new one. 
Thunder suggested raining, is clo when 
it rains; then came dress, father, hand, 
apron, all without relation; then the house 
she was in, a girl she knew there and went 
to the store with. Then she gave yard apron, 
things she looked up, saw, and wrote down.

ade. 
The next thing shown by the analysis was 


the route of association. I found three pos- 
sible ones. In the first each association goes 
back to the word given; in the second it 
grpws out of the word preceding it; in the 
tHird the individual may combine the two. 
In the first, if you gave rainbow you would 
get: Sunshine, change, water, child, which 
means that sunshine makes the rainbow; 
the rainbow causes a change in the weath- 
er; must be water for a rainbow; story of 
the child who looked for the bag of gold at 
the end of the rainbow. In the second you 
would have such an association as rain- 
bow, gold, ring, ribbon, bow, one article of 
dress suggesting another, the idea of rain- 
bow being lost entirely. One who combined 
the two would mix up the two. In this 
series I find that the first type is much the 
commoner. The students have a greater 
tendency toward the second. This seems 
to be true because they recall to a greater 
extent complete scenes or experiences. This 
I found true also in the best educated 
among the criminals. For instance, upon 
rainbow a typical student's association was: 
Red, porch, cat, fireplace, library, book, key, 
mother, which, analyzed, meant: Saw red 
in the rainbow, was sitting on the porch 
with the cat, went from the porch into the 
library for a book and found the door 
locked and the key gone, which my mother 
had. Not a few students, as well as crim- 
inals use both, as: Rainbow. Paterson, reser- 
voir, cousin, home, train, New York, mean- 
ing when she was at Paterson saw a rainbow 
over the reservoir, was with her cousin, and 
they took the train for New York later. 

The number of associations -was variable 
with the word given. To some, association 
with the word rainbow was vivid, to others 
it meant but little. In this first series the 
average number of ideas per minute for 
criminals was: Rainbow. 5.2; thunder. 5.2; 
pain, 5.4; sour, 4.6; gas or ammonia. 4.8: for 
the students: Rainbow, 10.7: thunder, 10.1: 
pain, 10.1; sour, 12; gas or ammonia, 10.4. 

It may be of interest to contrast a few of 
these, typical ones being selected. The word 
in capitals indicates the word in the sub- 
ject’s list, the association being given in 
its analyzed coherent form.

must be accepted tentatively; yet the fact ~ 
cannot be overlooked that they are the out. 
growth of these conditions. Thus, the word 
marriage would suggest only theary or ob- 
servation of others, from the student, while 
mind would rarely suggest such studies as 
psychology, philosophy, ethics, etc., to the 
criminal. Conclusions from these will be im. 
portant when large numbers are taken and 
when the psychologist has access to each 
particular environment. 

The next series was one similar to the first 
and was given to determine if the association: 
by various memories was better upon direct 
| stimulation. ‘Thus, for auditory, instead of 

Saying the word thunder, a whistle wag 
blown; for rainbow, a color was chosen: for 
pain,a pin prick was given; in olfactory, the 
smell of ammonia, and gustatory a drop of 
quinine upon the tongue. I was surprised to 
find that upon these direct stimulations the 
association was not more vivid, for it was 
with much difficulty that they secured asses 
clations. The kind of association was better 
followed; that is. under an auditory stimulus 
this memory persisted longer, but the num. 
ber was less. Thus for forty-three measured 
(a part having failed in this one), visual, 5.2: 
auditory, 4.6; tactual, 4.9; olfactory, 42: 
gustatory, 4.1. For the students—visual, 11; 
auditory, 11.5; tactual, 10; olfactory, 85; 
gustatory, 86. The associations in quality 
were similar to the first. 

The last association, constrained, did 
permit the subject to think at random. the 
first test was, unite as many causes of fire 
as you know; the second, name all the birds 
you can, the time limit for each being one 
minute. The rate here was: Fire, 4,7; birds, 
6.2. The criminals here show a more fay- 
orable comparison with the students. They 
found it easier to write upon a definite sub- 
ject, because they were not confused by the 
range given in the others, and becduse here, 
consciously or unconsciously, they did not 
discriminate in what they wrote. 

“In three instances I had given me in the 
“association for causes of fire, subjective ones, 
The two from the “crifiinals wéré , only 
partly se, the one from the student. almost 
exclusively so, being hatred, disiike, spite, 
jealousy, poverty, anger, insanity, disease, 
hypnotism. Objective causes of fire are such 
as matches, stove, oil, explosion. 


LACK MENTAL TRAINING. 


There are at least two reasons why the 
criminals show less rapidity and variety. 
Mentally they are not trained to think as 
rapidly and their capacity for sustained 
concentration is small. Often upon suché 
stimulus as rainbow they would have ex 
hausted their ideas at the end of the halt 
minute and would start off afresh from 
something else of which they thought or saw, 
Their deficient education limits their asao- 
ciation to a more personal range. Thus ing 
word like mind the number was sniall and 
often the same word occurred twice, whéere- 
as in habit and marriage this was not true, 
it touching a fund of associations intimately 
related with their experiences and ther 
thought. 

The laborious task which writing & & 
them necessarily lowered the rate. Some 
thought much faster than they could write 
and grew quite out of patiénce with thet 
letters and spelling. The records often slew 
plainly the mechanical difficulty of Gone 
struction. Spelling was a sourceof annoy 
ance, . Often they would break into ther 
association in order to ask the spelling @ 
a word, although I hag assured them 
made no difference. A large number of evan 
the small, commonly used words mis- 
spelled. 

Their mental activity as expressed in (ham 
associations were a novelty to many of tiem 
and they wondered at them no less thasat 
some of the experiments requiring insu

Noticeable here again is the difference Bt 
tween the penitentiary and workhous 
inmates, the former proving much supenes 
For .instance, visual*association is 68 
thé former, 4.7 for the latter; auditory Bm 
as against 4.7; tactual, 6.3, as against 5 
olfactory, 5.7 to 4; gustatory, 64°99 
3.8. This superiority holds true in 
every association except religion, 
where it is 34 to 31 i favor 
of the workhouse inmates. 

While association in itself could scareay 
be used as a test of education and mena 
coédination, it might be of assistance sm 
determining it. Though a persom Cae 
and write, he may not have the 
training necessary for an adjustment, am 
may not be able to reason ‘from caus 
effect from today to tomorrow.

He tells us how he came to write this book, 
which was to reply at length to an inquiry 
from a@ young lady who had her living to 

- Jearn. She had been fairly well educated, 

‘but not sufficiently well to teach, and she 
had no ambition in that direction. She had 
acted in private theatricals with some suc- 
cess, and her taste was for the stage. Know- 

* ing that Mr, Hubert knew a great many 
‘people of that profession she went to him 
for advice, and this book is the result. 

It is made up not only of Mr. Hubert’s own 
views on the subject, but he has gathered 
together ali that he could find written about 
the stage by actors and actresses of today. 
Not only does Mr. Hubert quote freely from 
various sources, but he gives the result of 
conversations that he has held with mem- 
bers of the profession, and he does not rec- 
ommend the stage as a profession for either 
mén or women. 

One of the teachers in a well-known dra- 
matic school told Mr. Hubert that he con- 
sidered his institution aid more to keep peo- 
ple off the stage than to put them on it; in 
other words, it deterred young men and 
women from attempting the impossible. If 
this little book has the same influence it. 
will have filled ite author’s purpose. He is 
sure that it will not keep off the stage any 
one that ought to be on it, but possibly dis- 
courage those whom a dramatic career of- 
fers nothing but disappointment. 


Stage Under a Social Stigma. 

To be an actor, he argues, affords a man 
“no standing that is of any value in the 
battle of life.”” He may, “ by dint of genius, 
hard work, high ideals, and a clean life, help 
the stage; the stage will not help him.” To 
quote from the book: 

We may deplore the fact, but we cannot deny 
that the etage today, as an art of profession, 
vests under ea certain social stigma which is more 
easily felt than defined. It is true that actors 
are sometimes received in excellent society, es- 
pecially in England, and the fact that Henry 

Irving is now entitled to write Sir’’ before his 
has led many people, and rightly, to hope 


those few precious moments for the purpose 
of watching the phenomenon in question. 

Commonly the observer who is to take 
special note of the corona on the occasion 
of a special eclipse has his eyes bandaged 
for ten minutes before “ totality,’’ -so that 
they may be acutely sensitive to the faintest 
rays. Then, as well as he can, he sketches 
its appearance, and most particularly the 
wonderful streamers which are seen ex- 
tending from the sun ten 
more into space. 

| Sun Streamers a Mystery. 

Now, what are these streamers? Nobody 
knows. 


What is it that composes the halo- 
lke envelope of the sun? Nobody can tell 
that, elther. It is surmised by some astron- 
omers that the corona is composed of star 
dust—meteoric matter in a finely divided 
state—which is rendered visible by reflecting 
the radiance of the solar photosphere. An- 
other theory is that it is electrical, and yet 
another that it represents a gaseous at- 
mosphere surrounding the sun. It was Pro- 
fessor 8S. P. Langley who in 1878, discovered 
+ the coronal streamers from the summit of 
Pike’s Peak; but as far back as 1869 Pro- 
fessor Young found tn the corona a substance 
unlike anything known on the earth, to

The moon, on the occasion of a total 
eclipse, conceals the sun entirely because 
though 400 times smaller than the latter it 
is 400 times nearer to the earth. Its shadow 
sw eastward over the earth at the rate 
of 2, miles an hour, but the observer is 
also carried eastward by the earth’s rota- 
tion at one-half that rate, so that the ap- 
parent movement of the shadow is only 
1,000 miles an hour. — 

At any one point in the shadow path 
during the eclipse of May, partial darkness 
will last for about two hours, but the eb- 
scuration will only be complete for a minute 
and a half. Though the shadow path is 
thousands of miles long, it is only about 150 
miles wide, and, for best observation of the 
total phase, one must place oneself near the 
middie of the track. 

One thing for which the astronomers will 
keep a lookout is the alleged planet 
which was declared by the famous Le Ver- 
rier to be somewhere inside the orbit of 
Mercury. He never saw it, but he proved to 
his own satisfaction by mathematics that 
it must be there, and he even calculated its 
orbit and named it Vuican. Some astrono- 
mers still believe in it. 


How Predictions Are Made. 

To most people the predicting of eclipses 
is one of the most mysterious things imag- 
inable, but Mrs. Todd gives a recipe that is 
comparatively easy. She says that such 
phenomena are roughly predictable by means 
of the Saros, which has been known since 
the seventh century B. C., and which was 
probably discovered by the Chaldeans, the 
greatest astronomers of antiquity. The 
Saros is a period of 6,586% days, at the con- 
clusion of which the centers of the sun and 
moon return nearly to their relative posi- 
tions at the beginning of the cycle. Thus, in 
general, the eclipse of any year will be a 
repetition of a similar phenomenon, which 
took place eighteen yéars previously, and, in 
like manner, there will be a recurrence 
eighteen years later.

A total eclipse of the sun may fairly be 
called the most beautiful and mysterious 
spectacle in nature, and the phenomenon 
occurs on the earth only about seventy times 
in a century. Nothing else at all like it can 
be imagined, and it is not surprising that in 
gome parts of the world primitive peoples, 
even at the present day, regard the »/ 
ing of the sun with terror and despair. In 
India and in parts of China religious cere- 
monies are performed while the supposed 
monster devours the friendly sun, and in 
Japan on such eccasions the peasants cover 
their wells to prevent poison from falling 
‘ into them from the sky. During the obscura- 
‘tion a weird and dreadful shadow envelops 
all things, and a strange chill falls over the 
land. Sometimes dew falls. 


Describing such an eclipse, Mary L. Todd, 
the astronomer, says: | 

“A sense of uneasiness seems gradually 
to steal over all life. Cows and horses feed 
‘intermittently, bird songs diminish, grass- 
hoppers fall quiet, and a suggestion of chill 
crosses the air. A weird light, wan, unna- 
tural, and different from twilight, falls upon 
the landscape. Darker and darker it grows, 
and‘ at this stage frightened savages beat 
upon gongs with wild shouts and uproar. 
Then with frightful velocity the actual 
shadow of the moon fs seen approaching-- 
a tangible darkness like a wall, swift as 
imagination, gilent as doom, Strong must 
be the nerves not to quiver as this blue- 
black shadow rushes upon the spectator 
with incredible speed.

F all the situations that 
are to be found on the face of the 
globe, there is none more utterly con- 
fusing to the average intelligence and 

the ordinary newspaper-reading 


‘citizen than the condition of affaits which 


now preévaiis at Rome. It is the more diffi- 
cult to understand, owing to the fact that 
it is well nigh impossible to obtain an im- 
partial and unprejudiced exposition of the 
problems involved. 

To begin with, no two Italians seem to be 
of the sdme mind about the matter, for, 
paradoxical though it may appear at first 
sight; there are many inmates of the Vati- 
can who are imbued with the friendifest 
feeling towards King Humbert and his gov- 
ernment, while.in the same, way there. are 
many adherents of the latter who are pious 
Catholics and entertain sentiments of the 
most profound veneration and devotion to

: Opinions Vary Widely. 
Equally difficult is it to obtain any impar- 
tia] explanation“ abroad. Some’ are of the 
opinion. that temporal power should be re- 
stored to the’ Papacy, and conform their ar- 
guments to fit these views. Others insist 
that the restoration of temporal power would 
weaken rather than strengthen the Papacy, 
the spiritual influence of ‘which has’ been 
enhanced instead’ of diminished by its loss. -, 
Yet others are epposed-to any modus vivendi 
between the Vatican and the Quirinal, fear- 
ing lest the Papacy should: become subor- 
dinated to the Italian government and ren- 
dered a powerful instrument the nation- 
al policy of the kingdom.

The erests of the Papacy and of the 
Roman Catholic Church throughout the 
world. demand that the Pontiff should enjoy 
absolute independence of any individual gov- 
ernment, and that ‘he should be relieved of 
even the most remote imputation of exer- 
cising his spiritual sovereignty in the polit- 
ical interests of a monarchy such as the 
Kingdom of Italy. The vital interests of the

In fact, article VII. of the law ‘of papal 
guarantees, enacted in May, 1871, expressly 
deciares that no official of the government 
can in the exercise of his peculiar office 
enter the paiace or residence of the sovereign 
Pontiff unless authorized by. the latter. 
Moreover, the foreign embassies and mis- 
sions accredited to the Papacy are conceded 
by ‘the Italian government the same extra- 
territorial rights as the representatives of 
the foreign powers at the court of the Quir- 


inal. 

It was, therefore, natural to assume that 
the Ponti possessed the same extraterri- 
torial. rights as the foreign Ambassadors 
who form part of his court, and with the 
@bject of dispelling any doubts upon the 
pubject Leo XIII. created an entire system 
of secular tribunals for the express purpose 
of edministering justice within the precincts 
of the Vatican. Every civil or criminal suit 
that has been brought since 1870 against any 
inmate of the Vatican, however, has been 
instituted before the Italian courts, whose 
decisions were invariably appealed against 
by the counsel of the defendants on the 
ground that owing to the’ extraterritorial) 
prerogatives of:the Papacy both the Vatican 
and all its inmates were exempt from the 
jurisdiction of ItalNan tribunals, 

The matter was.carried from one Italian 
court to another. Justice moves slowly in

The second result of this decree and the 
one which more immediately concerns all 
foreign governments is the fact that it virtu-

fan tribunals. Not merely as an Italian cit- 
izen but as the resident of ‘an Italian city 
the Holy Father becomes subordinate to the 
Italian courts and ipso facto to the Italian. 
government. For in Italy the Judges are 
not, as fn ttiis countfy and in England, in- 
dependent. of the control and authority of the 
executive, but are entirely subject to the 
orders of the Minister of Justice for the time 
being, the Minister in question being a mem- 
ber of an administration that holds office by. 
virtue of the good will of an ephemeral par- 
liamentary majority, to the whims and 
caprices of which it is compelled: to pander. 


Question Reaches a Climax. 


The fact of the matter is that, thanks to 
this decree, the so-called Roman question 
has now reached a Climax, and that a great 
crisis is imminent in'the history of the church 


.as well. as in the fortunes.of Italy. The set- 


tlement of the question one way or another 
can no longer be delayed, and it is now pro- 
posed to call an international congress for 
the purpose of devising some project with a 
view of neutral the Papacy—that is, in 
its entire independence 
and neutrality as an international institu- 
tion under the collective guarantee of all the 
‘Christian powers. Were this scheme to be 
put into execution the Vatican would be abie 
to abandon much political and purely secu- 
lar activity, which fs not altogether in con- 
sonance with its spiritual mission, but which 
is rendered necessary and inevitable by the 
abnormal conditions by which it is now en- 
vironed and menaced. yo 

It may be argued that the.Itallan govern- 
ment‘ would regard the meettng of such a 


{/ congress and the neutralization of the Papa- 


cy as an intolerable trespass upon its sov- 
ereign rights and as an unwarrantable in- 
terference In questions that are purely na- 
tional. But in the first place the Papacy is 
in every se of the word an international: 
institution, and secondly, the Italian govern- 
ment has everything to gain by the settle- 
ment of the Roman questiori in such a man- 
ner that will enable: the Quirinal' to live on 
terms of open friendship with the Papacy 
without exposing the latter to any foreign 
suspicion of being an instrument of Italy's 
Ends to Be Attained. 

One of the first results of the settlement of 
this Roman question would be the removal 
of the Papal prohibition which since 187G 
has prevented all devout Catholics from 
taking part in the parliamentary elections of 
the kingdom. At. the present moment at 
least 60 per cent of the adult male popula- 
tion of Italy legally qualified to vote keeps 
away from the ballot box in deference to 
Papal behests. The absentees comprise the 
most respectable, well-to-do, and conserva- 
tive classes—just the people, in fact, who 
would prdve the bulwarks of law and order 
against socialism and anarchy. . 

It needs but a word from the Pope to send 
the so-called Catholic vote to the polls in 
‘favor of King and throne against revolution 
‘and anarchy. But this. word the Pope, in 
deference to foreign susceptibilities and ap- 
prehensions, cannot speak until the inde- 


pendence of the Holy See and its complete 


freedom from any possibility of subjection 
to the Italian government have been as- 
sured by some international agreement. 
Leo XIII. yearns for a reconciliation with 
Italy, and never showed it more plainly than 
whea on Dec. 24 last he for the first time im- 
parted the pontifical blessing from the high 
altar of St. Peter's, ‘‘ Urbi et Orbi,” all the 
great doors of the basilicas being left wide 
open by his orders during the benediction so 
that his biessing might extend to the royal 
troeps stationed on the great square outside. 
The King and his most trusted advisers— 
eminent statesmen, such as the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Marquis Visconti Venosta— 
are equally desirous for an honorable settle- 
ment of the present intolerable situation.
